Brougham Sweeps East Bay 
College Board Race 59-41 Percent

On April 21, Tom Brougham became the first gay person to be elected to public office in 
the East Bay. Brougham defeated Peralta College Board president Marsha Corprew by a 
margin of 18 percent of the vote, winning 59-41 percent over Corprew. Brougham took the 
District 4 seat, representing Berkeley and North Oakland, with 3,817 votes. Corprew received

FCC Jams Signal 
For Gay Radio 

Slaps Broadcast as 'Indecent'; 
Urges Federal Prosecution

The Federal Communications Commission on April 16 
asked the U.S. Justice Department to consider prosecution 
of Pacifica Foundation, Inc., which owns KPFA-FM in 
Berkeley, for presenting “indecent” programming on its Los 
Angeles station, KPFK. The “indecent” programming the 
FCC is complaining about was a talk show discussion on a gay 
radio program that broadcast excerpts from a new play, Jerker 
by Robert Chesley, that deals with sex in the age of AIDS.

Court Upholds Privacy Law 
In San Diego Bite Case 

D.A. Cannot Use Blood Test in Prosecution; 

Barlow Still Faces Assault Charges

Brian Barlow, who stands accused of biting two San Diego police officers on duty at that 
city’s Gay Pride Parade last year, won a major court victory when the California 4th District 
Court of Appeals unanimously held that the results of his AIDS antibody test could not be 
disclosed under any circumstances without his consent. 

The case developed when Barlow was marching with the San Francisco Gay Freedom Day 
Marching Band at last year’s parade. Barlow allegedly was involved in a disturbance with 
fundamentalist religious hecklers. As Barlow was wrestled to the ground by San Diego police 
officers, he is said to have bitten two officers. 

Authorities forcibly drew Bar¬ 
low’s blood and sought to test it 
for AIDS antibodies. Police offi¬ 
cials said it was to determine if he 
should be charged with attempt¬ 
ed murder. 

“The prosecution’s desire to 
test Brian Barlow was a product 
of prejudice, not logic. I doubt 
that they would have been so in¬ 
sistent if he were a 220 lb. ex¬ 
linebacker wrestled to the ground 
at a bank heist. The irony is that 
not all people at gay pride march¬ 
es are gay, and only a small per¬ 
centage of gay people have AIDS. 

Anyone can have AIDS and that’s 
a reality we must all begin to ac¬ 
cept,” commented Jean O’Leary, 

National Gay Rights Advocates 
executive director. 

In San Francisco, NGRA legal 
director Leonard Graff was very 
pleased with the court victory. 

“The broader significance of the 
court’s ruling seems clear: hyste¬ 
ria is never an excuse to trample 
on individual rights — and AIDS 
hysteria is no exception. There

Brougham’s victory is seen 
as a major advance for the gay 
rights movement in the East Bay. 
With his election he becomes the 
fourth gay person to win public 
office in the San Francisco Bay 
Area, joining Sup. Harry Britt 
and College Board member Tim 
Wolfred in San Francisco and 
San Mateo County Board of Su¬ 
pervisors President Tom Nolan. 

“The margin is incredible,” 
said the current president of the 
East Bay Lesbian/Gay Democrat¬ 
ic Club Bob Kegeles. “It took a 
lot of work. We had a Rainbow 
Coalition endorsement which 
was an important endorsement 
for Tom to have in Oakland.” 

Before total figures were in, 
Kegeles commented, “My im¬ 
pression is that Tom not only held 
his own in the Oakland precincts 
but may have carried them. We 
knew that he would take Ber¬ 
keley.” 

Kegeles compared Brough¬ 
am’s victory this week with the 
defeat of a non-gay white candi¬ 
date two years ago. “Last time 
Tim Orr, a white man, ran well 
ahead in Berkeley, but lost the 
election. But this time Tom, who 
is white, defeated Corprew, a 
black woman, in a landslide. The 
progressive vote in Oakland 
turned out for Tom.”

Front. He fought actively in the 
East Bay coalition against the 
Briggs Initiative in 1978. In 1982, 
he was a founding member of the 
East Bay Lesbian/Gay Democrat¬ 
ic Club of which he was elected 
president in 1985. Most recently 
he served as co-chair of the Cam¬ 
paign Against the LaRouche 
Measure (CALM). 


Kegeles said almost 100 volun¬ 
teers turned out on the Sunday 
before the election to do phone 
work and precinct walking for the 
gay candidate which may have 
helped to increase his victory 
margin. 

Brougham has a long history 
of gay activism. In 1970, he 
joined the Berkeley Liberation

At the same time, the FCC 
slapped the wrists of two other 
radio stations for playing rock 
music with risque lyrics and pre¬ 
senting a controversial talk show 
that featured explicit language. 
However, the action taken against 
Pacifica for airing the gay radio 
program I Am, Are You? on 
KPFK is far more serious and 
could result in the revocation of 
the station’s license. Already it 
has sent a shock wave through 
gay radio programming across 
the nation. 

David Salniker, executive 
director at Pacifica, spoke about 
the new situation the FCC ruling 
has created at his stations in Los 
Angeles, New York, Houston and 
Washington, D.C. “Essentially, 
we’ve permitted community 
groups to come forward and talk 
about things in their cultural 
milieus. Gays have done this 
(Fruit Punch is aired on KPFA in 
Berkeley) and have talked about 
plays in their community. But 
now the FCC has threatened to 
revoke our license for doing 
this,” he said.

Salniker said the FCC was in¬ 
terested in the use of specific 
words considered obscene and 
not with particular programs’ 
content. “We deal with an artis¬ 
tic work’s place in the commu¬ 
nity, not with the specific words 
in that work,” said Salniker. 

In Los Angeles, Jeffrey Bickel, 
producer of I Am, Are You?, said 
he couldn’t comment on the dis¬ 
cussion that led to the FCC 
crackdown. But in San Francisco, 
John Morrison, producer of 
KPFA’s Fruit Punch, described 
the new rule as a “muzzle.” 

Said Morrison, “The pro¬ 
gramming director (Ginny Ber- 
son) has sent us a letter saying 
that until further notice there is 
to be no live discussion of sex on 
Fruit Punch, no matter how 
clinical. Apparently we can’t even 
use the word ‘penis.’” 

“Obviously this impacts sub¬ 
stantially on our programming, 
because gay people are defined 
by their sexuality. It means we 
will have to focus more on poli¬ 
tics, society and the arts—but 
then those things are sexual too. 


ried spouses of non-gay employ¬ 
ees. The Berkeley law still stands 
as the model for such legislation. 

The Peralta College District is 
in serious financial trouble with 
dwindling enrollment. Bickering 
among members of the College 
Board has nearly driven the sys¬ 
tem into bankruptcy, according 
to observers. Student enrollment 
presently is 27,000, down from 
40,000 a year few years ago. 

This year alone the College 
District faces a deficit of $6410 
million. 

Brougham has pledged to 
work to save the College District 
from collapse. For gay voters he 
promised that AIDS education 
will be put in place and that a 
policy of nondiscrimination will 
be adopted toward people with 
AIDS. Observers expect him also 
to push for domestic partnership 
legislation for college employees 
as well. 

Kegeles was elated over the 
victory and predicted future po¬ 
litical gains for East Bay gays. 
“We’ve broken through in the 
East Bay,” said Kegeles. “This is 
our first openly gay elected offi¬ 
cial. This man has a voice he 
never had before. He has a clout 
we never had before in the East 
Bay. And, yes, gays will be run¬ 
ning for the Berkeley City Coun¬ 
cil in the near future.” •

thus intended to infect the offi¬ 
cers.

Kris Gannon, artistic director 
at Theatre Rhinoceros in San 
Francisco, said that the play 
Jerher had been produced in 
New York and Los Angeles, but 
not yet in San Francisco. She had 
read the play, however. 

“I don’t think it’s porno¬ 
graphic at all,” said Gannon. “It 
certainly deals with gay sex, but 
I don’t think that gay sex and 
pornography are synonymous. 
I’m outraged by this action. It’s 
reprehensible. It’s the beginning 
of censorship. Once they get away 
with this on the radio, where else 
will it spread?” 

Gay playwright Robert Chesley 
whose work brought down the 
wrath of the FCC, is also the 
author of several other plays in¬ 
cluding Night Sweat which 
played at Theatre Rhinoceros two 
years ago. Night Sweat, like 
Jerker, dealt with AIDS and safe 
sex. 

Said Salniker, “If there is a 
genuine review on the merits of 
this case they won’t do anything 
to us. But if they’re just looking 
for one more political football to 
appease the religious right, then 
we could be in big trouble.” • 
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Dignity Issues Challenge 
To Bishops In National Ad 

Demand U.S. Bishops Reject Expulsion of Chapters; 

Calls for Recognition of Diversity in Church

Gay Roman Catholics took to the offensive last week in their ongoing struggle with church 
authorities. Dignity USA, the gay and lesbian Catholic organization, challenged U.S. bishops 
to open a “dialogue with us” in a full-page ad in the April 27 issue of Newsweek magazine. 
This comes shortly after the San Francisco chapter began raising money by selling “queer” 
lavendar $3 bills which carry a picture of Pope John Paul II. 

The placement in Newsweek is, according to Dignity, the first time a gay organization has 
purchased a full-page ad in the national circulation of a weekly newsmagazine. The ad will 
reach over 3.5 million people at a cost to Dignity of $25,000. The funds came from money 
left to the organization by a person who died of AIDS. 
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Jim Bussen, national president 
of Dignity, said, “The ad is a 
strong statement that says 
enough is enough.” He contin¬ 
ued, “Last week Cincinnati’s 
Dignity chapter was told they 
could not meet in a Catholic 
church.” This brings to nine the 
number of Dignity chapters 
across the country who have been 
told they cannot worship God in 
a Catholic church, he said. 

“There are several statements 
being made in the ad,” continued 
Bussen. “We wanted to call upon 
the National Conference of Cath¬ 
olic Bishops to speak out against 
the expulsion of Dignity chap¬ 
ters. We also want to create more 
dialogue with Dignity on the pas¬ 
toral care of lesbian and gay 
Catholics.”

He also said the ad “reaffirms 
the diversity of the people of 
God.” In placing the ad in News¬ 
week, Bussen said he hoped to be 
able to reach “people in the 
hinterlands who may not see gay 
periodicals.” 

Bussen said he is “highly 
aware” of the upcoming visit by 
the pope to the United States. It 
is not a coincidence, Bussen says, 
that the ad appeared just months 
before the pope’s visit. Bussen 
said he, and many other Dignity 
members from around the coun¬ 
try, will be in San Francisco when 
the pope is here this September. 

In San Francisco, the sale of 
lavendar $3 bills has been brisk. 
Equally as hectic has been the 
dropping of the “queer” money 
in offering plates Easter Sunday. 

Over two dozen lavendar bills 
were placed in the offering plate 
on Easter Sunday morning at St. 
Mary’s Cathedral in San Francis¬ 
co. The bills were also placed in 
the offering at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral in New York City and 
at cathedrals in Las Vegas and in 
Oakland. 

The money is to be used by the 
local Dignity organization to 
mount a protest against the papal 
visit to San Francisco. 

Gordon Dreyer, a local Dignity 
member, said that the group is 
finalizing plans for an event in 
June at the San Francisco Les¬ 


bian/Gay Freedom Day Parade. 
The Dignity parade float will be 
just one of many events by the or¬ 
ganization as it builds towards 
the September visit. 

Dignity representatives are 
closed mouth about their actual 
plans when Pope John Paul II is 
in the city. They are very firm in 
stating they are planning no 
violent act. They are equally as 
strong in their statements that 


they plan to be heard by the pope. 

As the attention continues to 
focus on the pope’s U.S. tour, the 
rumors continue to circulate that 
there are financial problems. The 
17-hour stop in San Francisco by 
the pope is budgeted at $4 mil¬ 
lion. There are reports that this 
budget is being cut back because 
of the inability of the local Cath¬ 
olic Archdiocese to raise the 
money. •

Rally For 'Peace, Jobs And Justice'

A crowd in excess of 100,000 is expected to march up Market 
Street on Saturday, April 25 in the Western States Mobiliza¬ 
tion For Peace, Jobs and Justice. According to Howard 
Wallace, one of the parade organizers, the march—which in¬ 
cludes a large lesbian/gay contingent—‘may be the largest 
peace march since the Vietnam War.” 


The lesbian/gay group will 
assemble at the corner of Mission 
and Steuart Streets about one 
block from the Hyatt Regency 
Hotel. The marchers will assem¬ 
ble at 11 a.m. and begin to move 
up Market Street at 12 noon. 
There will be a rally at 1 p.m. 

The motivating force behind 
the march is what organizers call, 
“A political crisis in the United 
States.” The two main demands 
of the mass demonstrations are 
an end of U.S. intervention in 
Central America and an end to 


U.S. support for South African 
apartheid. There will also be calls 
for jobs and justice, and for a 
reversal of the nuclear arms race. 

This will be the third march for 
peace, jobs and justice in San 
Francisco. Previously, the march 
has begun in Dolores Park and 
made its way to the Castro and on 
to the City Hall. The decision to 
change the march route was dic¬ 
tated, in part, by the huge 
numbers of people expected. 

The march and rally in San 
Francisco is expected to attract 



people from all over the Western 
United States. A similar march 
and rally will take place for the 
Eastern half of the country in 
Washington, D.C. 

Pat Norman, a co-chair of the 
effort, said gay men and lesbians 


will march because “we are a 
part of all the groups that are 
marching.” She added that in 
past years the march has been 
supportive of increased funding 
and health services for seniors 
and for the AIDS health crisis.

They don’t skimp on safety or creature comforts for riders 
in the AIDS Bike-A-Thon. Some 125 people will staff rest stops 
for the three cycling routes: four rest stops for the 100-mile 
challenge ride through Marin County; three rest stops for the 
60-mile tour of San Francisco and Marin; and one rest stop 
for the 25-mile route through the city. 


The 1987 AIDS Bike-A-Thon, 
set to roll on May 9, now has over 
500 riders registered, and more 
than 300 support personnel to 
bring off the charity event. 

First run in 1985, this year’s 
Bike-A-Thon organizers from the 
Different Spokes Bicycle Club ex¬ 
pect 1,000 riders to raise 
$500,000 for 11 AIDS-related 
charities. 

Among the gay and lesbian 
volunteers are the Metropolitan 
Community Church (Golden 
Gate), Dignity, Bay Area Career 


Women and Gay Sierrans. The 
GGBA is providing transporta¬ 
tion to the various sites. Fresh 
fruit and beverages will be avail¬ 
able for riders. 

Marin County Ambulance will 
assist the event. Another 11 medi¬ 
cal people will volunteer their 
time as will 12 masseurs and 
masseuses to help riders get 
ready for or recover from their 
ride. 

The San Francisco Radio Club 
will keep in constant touch with 
road monitors and the home base

Vigil Rises Again 
With New Strength

The sun shone warmly on the San Francisco AIDS/ARC 
Vigil on Easter Sunday as a catered dinner was brought to the 
Vigil’s participants. While eating their ham and yams, the 
protesters talked about the many times during the last 18 
months when it had seemed that all was lost here and how each 
crisis had made the Vigil stronger. 

“Resurrection is what’s going 
on here,” said Bill Paul, an early 
supporter of the Vigil. “Many 
times it looked like it was dead. 

One time last winter it was literal¬ 
ly blown off the map by a storm. 

There had been an awful lot of 
demoralization at the time, but it 
was put back together,” he said. 

“When you think what these 
people are doing down here — 
there is somebody here 24 hours 
a day — that’s quite an accom¬ 
plishment with all the political 
in-fighting going on,” said Paul. 

Goings on at the Vigil site on 
Easter bore out what Paul said. 

The information desk was fes¬ 
tooned with a huge homemade 
sign wishing visitors a “Happy 
Easter.” The desk became an im¬ 
promptu holiday dinner table as 
Vigil supporter Jerry Cirasuolo

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S.F. Tax Dollars 
Go To Church 

School Board Radio Broadcasts 
Christian Science News Program

San Francisco tax dollars are being funnelled through the 
city’s Board of Education to support the Christian Science 
Church. School board officials have been aware of this 
situation for at least six months but have failed to take any 
action. At issue is radio station KALW’s use of broadcast pro¬ 
grams from MonitoRadio which a Massachusetts court ruled 
in 1985 was part of a church. 



Christine Madsen was fired 
from the Christian Science 
Monitor newspaper in 1981 when 
the paper learned that she was a 
lesbian. She fought her firing all 
the way to the highest court in 
Massachusetts. But in 1985 that 
court ruled that the Monitor was 
an arm of the Christian Science 
Church and, hence, was exempt 
from Boston’s gay rights ordi¬ 
nance. Madsen has since filed a 
civil lawsuit against the Monitor. 

Radio station KALW is owned 
and operated by the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Education which 
contributes $100,000 annually to 
its budget. School officials were 
asked to end MonitoRadio broad¬ 
casts last year by lesbian and gay 
community representatives. The 
school board responded by in¬ 
structing its attorney to look into 
the matter. But still nothing has 
been done. 

“I have not heard yet from our 
counsel in this regard (Moni¬ 
toRadio),” said Danielle Solar, 
director of KALW. 


Solar said that MonitoRadio 
airs on KALW on Sunday after¬ 
noons between 1 and 2 p.m. 
When asked whether he felt there 
was a problem with airing a pro¬ 
gram which discriminates in hir¬ 
ing against gay people, Solar 
said, “None, given that my per¬ 
sonal investigation shows that 
this is not a religious program.” 

Solar stressed that he hoped to 
present more programs with gay 
themes such as AIDS pro¬ 
grams, that he had talked to lom 
Post, who used to produce the 
Gay News Network, to produce 
news briefs for KALW. “And 
we’ve been carrying a number of 
public service announcements 
for gay groups,” said Solar. 

Two school board members 
reached for comment by B.A.R. 
did have a problem with KALW’s 
carrying programming by a pro¬ 
ducer who specifically discrim¬ 
inates against gay people in 
hiring. 

“I don’t believe that people 
should be hired or fired because 


of their sexual orientation,” said 
board member Libby Denebeim. 
“And if they have fired someone 
who is a lesbian, I would be 
against airing their program. 
This is a genuine issue and we 
should get on it.” 

School board president Sidon- 
ia Wilson agreed with Denebeim, 
“I don’t agree with any organi¬ 
zation that discriminates, 
period.” 

Both school board members 
said they will be investigating the 
use of MonitoRadio by KALW 
and the status of the school board 
resolution which six months ago 
asked the schools’ legal counsel 
to look at the matter of discrim¬ 
inatory programming and reli¬ 
gious programming. 

Meanwhile, on April 17, Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein made known 
her four candidates for the 
school board seat that Richard 
Cerbatos vacated three weeks 


ago. No gays were named among 
the four from whom Feinstein 
said she will pick the new school 
board member. Three of the four 
are attorneys working for private 
firms. The fourth is an executive 
at Bank of America. 

Several gays were offered as 
possible choices to fill the emp¬ 
ty school board seat, including 
Greg Day who ran for the board 
last November and won 40,000 
votes. 

None of the attorneys or the 
bank executive proffered by Fein¬ 
stein have the experience in work¬ 
ing with youth that Day has been 
shown to have. 

And none of them have at¬ 
tempted to win a seat on the 
board by popular election. No 
gay or lesbian has ever been of¬ 
fered a seat on the Board of Edu¬ 
cation, though Day, and before 
him Tom Ammiano, with 50,000 
votes in 1982, have tried to win 
seats on their own. • 


AIDS Cases 
Rise In March 

The San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health reported 
123 new cases of AIDS during the 
month of March, the highest 
number reported in any month 
since July, 1981. 

The department also reported 
73 deaths during March. The 
total number of AIDS cases re¬ 
ported so far in San Francisco 
has risen to 3,086 and the total 
number of deaths is 1,844. 

The demographics of the num¬ 
bers remain consistent with pre¬ 
vious months, with 86.2 percent 
of the cases being reported in gay 
and bisexual men. There were 
two heterosexual contact cases 
added to the totals, one new case 
and one that had been previous¬ 
ly reported as not fitting into any 
of the standard risk categories. 

San Francisco Health Director 
Dr. David Werdegar said the 
department expects to continue 
to see an increase in the diag¬ 
nosed cases of AIDS because of 
the number of peopole in San 
Francisco who have been infected 
for several years. 

Dr. George Lemp, an epidemi¬ 
ologist in the AIDS Office, esti¬ 
mates there are 34,000 gay and 
bisexual men infected now in San 
Francisco who show no signs of 
the disease. 

Dr. Lemp said there are also an 
estimated 1,000 heterosexuals in¬ 
fected with the virus in San Fran¬ 
cisco who do not yet show signs 
of the disease. 

Department studies indicate 
that, in the past, about one-third 
of those infected with the virus 
may eventually develop AIDS. • 



KQED Fund 
Drive Fails 
To Hit Goal

Slip into a Kimono. 


The gay boycott of KQED- 
FM may be hurting the sta¬ 
tion more than organized 
protests did. The station’s 
radio telethon just ended 
with KQED $30,000 below 
their goal. 

In addition a new group of 
classical music lovers on the 
Peninsula has begun to 
threaten protests against the 
station over the loss of 
classical music air time. 

Anthony Tiano, president and 
general manager of KQED, 
dismissed the station’s failed 
pledge drive, saying, “I have 
ideas about what happened, but 
not any I’d care to comment on.” 

Asked about the non-gay pro¬ 
testers against the station on the 
Peninsula, Tiano said, “I have 
not met with those people. I am 
aware that a petition is cir¬ 
culating.” 

Save Classical Music is the 
name of the Palo Alto-based 
group that is upset because 
classical music air time on 
KQED-FM is being reduced in 
favor of a more chit-chat format, 
and presumably more informa¬ 
tion programs, which are provid¬ 
ed to KQED for free. 

“That’s the trend,” said a 
spokesperson for KQED. 

While KQED appears about to 
be faced with a two-front war 
against gays and Peninsula music 
lovers, the station’s radio pledge

drive which ended a week ago, 
went bust. 

This year’s goal was $160,000. 
Five hundred fewer members 
signed up than were hoped for. 

Tiano also put a damper on 
the one thing which gay leaders 
had pointed to with hopeful pride 
at the end of last month’s meet¬ 
ings. Some gay leaders believed 
it possible that a committee 
would be formed to look at the 
station’s programming. Said 
Tiano, “no such committee will 
be formed under the aegis of 
KQED.” 

As for requests from the com¬ 
munity that gays and lesbians be 
put on the KQED Board of Direc¬ 
tors, Roberto Esteves of the Alice 
B. Toklas Club, said that the 
names supplied to the station un¬ 
successfully last year were still 
being offered. Esteves said that 
neither he personally, nor the gay 
leaders who met with KQED as 
a group, will be presenting any 
new names to the station. 

In June, another $150,000 in 
city funds will go to KQED. •

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Medicine and Morality 


F or years we have waited for Pres. Ronald Reagan to speak out on 
AIDS. Officials of his Administration have been calling the epi¬ 
demic the nation’s number one health issue for some time now. 
But from the Chief Executive, we’ve gotten almost complete silence. 
When Reagan did say the term “AIDS” in a brief comment in a press 
conference two years ago, it was big news. 

Well, our president has finally had his say. Of course, he chose his 
venue very carefully. He didn’t speak to those struggling with the dis¬ 
ease day by day. Neither did he speak to the American people in gener¬ 
al on a subject most know enough about only to fear. Instead, Reagan 
addressed a group of Pennsylvania physicians. 

In a speech to the doctors, Reagan again called AIDS “public health 
enemy number one” and promised to spend $1 billion in research and 
education next year. He called the progress in studying AIDS rapid and 
was optimistic about a cure and treatment. He even backed the idea of 
cutting red tape so certain drugs, like AZT, could be released early to 
those who might benefit from them. 

S o far, so good. Nothing startling. Not exactly a ringing call to leader¬ 
ship on the many issues involved, but at least, the dire problem 
of this mysterious fatal illness has been addressed by the President 
of the United States. 

But Reagan said more. While we’ve been waiting for word from the 
White House, we’ve also been fearful of what would be said when the 
word came out. That concern was justified by Reagan’s remarks. 

Reagan counseled sexual abstinence and locked issues of health in 
a moralistic diatribe, saying that AIDS information could never be “value 
neutral.” After all, said the president, “when it comes to preventing 
AIDS, don’t medicine and morality teach the same lessons.” 

No, Mr. President, they do not. A person’s moral status — much less 
moral self-righteousness — will not protect her or him from the fatal 
virus. Sex acts with or without a marriage license can be high risk. 


Disease and health are not moral issues. The attempt to identify AIDS 
as a moral problem comes only from the self-imposed ignorance and 
the moralized bigotry of some who seem to know as little about theology 
as they do about biology. 

I nformation about AIDS, or any other health issue, certainly can and 
must be “value neutral.” This society invests billions of dollars in 
medical research to establish just that. Certain people with strange 
values may not like what they hear, but that must never interfere with 
the truth being told. Doctors, medical researchers, and health eduators 
must be free — and encouraged — to tell people exactly what they can 
do to maintain their well-being. Moralistic prescriptions have no place 
in the health advisor’s work. 

In a sense, however, medical advice never is really value free — it is 
based on the value of life and saving life. That is the only value that 
guides health education. Beyond that, “values” are only moralistic bag¬ 
gage obstructing education and obstructing life. The physician should 
tell us how to maintain our physical health. The status of your soul is 
your own business. 

Behind this concern with values is the age old Puritanical fear that 
people — especially young people — will have sex and enjoy it. Never 
mind the reality that there will always be sex, gay and straight, and that 
youth will act on its sexual urges despite fulminations from the pulpit. 
Those concerned with the abstraction called “the right thing to do” 
would rather let havoc be wreaked than do the sensible thing to save lives. 
How they get around to calling this the “Christian” attitude baffles me. 
It’s anything but Christian. 

But Christian or not, such thinking has no place in the public health 
policy debate. Now that Pres. Reagan has spoken out, instead of relief, 
we are reminded again that we will always have to be vigilant.

But how many delegates she wins, how many primaries she manages 
to run in, is not as important as the fact of her conducting a campaign. 
Simply by running, by not accepting a seat in the back of the Demo¬ 
cratic Party bus, she would put us miles ahead of where we would be 
by relying on straight “friends” who have traditionally produced lit¬ 
tle for our community. 

By organizing, vocalizing, and energizing we can empower ourselves 
to do something about the oppression we face, and we can alter the 
political course of this country with a concentrated, focused campaign. 

T here will be those who say, “Oh no, we cannot hurt the chances 
for a Democrat in the White House.” And just as Martin Luther 
King and every liberator before and since has been told, we will 
be warned that “now is not the time.” 

This is a mistake. 

We want so much to pretend that we belong, that America loves us, 
that we place every agenda ahead of our own. We must understand that 
there is no fight more precious, no cause more just, no victory more 
deserving, no time more urgent than ours is now. 

There must be an end to gay children being thrown off bridges to 
their deaths. 


To such a race we bring limited, but enormously useful and power¬ 
ful, resources. We are natural coalition builders for we are male and 
female, black and white, young and old, urban and rural, comprised 
of every nationality, religion, and economic background. 

And we are everywhere. Our hundreds of newspapers, thousands of 
bars, community centers, health clinics, churches, organizations, and 
millions of brothers and sisters coupled with our compassion, energy, 
and unmatched creativity are ripe with national political potential. 

I magine this scenario: someone with the skill, persuasiveness, and 
appeal of Ginny Apuzzo enters the New Hampshire primary. Hun¬ 
dreds of students from New England stream into New Hampshire 
joining activists there to tell voters of Ginny’s vision, her commitment 
to a broad range of issues, and her courage in fighting to liberate us 
all from homophobic bigotry. 

At every candidates forum, television appearance, and campaign 
stop, the national presidential campaign is forced to deal with lesbian 
and gay issues, to hear our demands as presented by an articulate, 
personable woman. Gary Hart would be forced to speak out on our 
rights as parents. Richard Gephardt would have to address his proposal 
for a national AIDS policy. And Michael Dukakis would be challenged 
at every turn. 

Ginny could capture the imagination of people everywhere, and 
perhaps even astonish political pundits by placing well among 
independent-minded New Hampshire voters with her sincere appeal 
for a better America. 


There must be a new freedom to allow all of us to dance wherever 
there is dancing. 

There must be a realization that America will be made stronger by 
investing in life rather than insanely wasting trillions in preparation 
for global destruction. 

And there must be an end to the quiet desperation of those shaking 
in closets and the gratuitous punishment that leads so many of our 
brothers and sisters to walk crippled through life as emotionally dis¬ 
turbed, mentally tormented, and alcoholic. 

More and more of us have the courage and self-respect to recognize 
that if we do not rock the boat we will be drowned. The injustices we 
confront cannot be discounted any longer by feelings that somehow 
we deserve them, that our struggle for justice is not as valid as others. 

We are the people faced with the Dred Scott decision of this cen¬ 
tury, suffering from the neglect of the disease of this century, with the 
accumulated indignities and oppression of generations. 

And we have the time, talent, and vision to change this country. 

The national Democratic Party has repeatedly slammed its door in 
our face, willing to take our resources, votes, and energy, but unwill¬ 
ing to stand up for us except with mushed-mouth lip service. The time 
has come to push open the door, to announce that it will be easier to 
include us than take us for granted. 

Pat Robertson is running for President and understands he is 
fighting a war with homosexuals over America’s salvation. I know which 
side I’m on.

Gay leaders in San Francisco must look to East Bay 
Democratic clubs to see the only successful politi¬ 
cal strategy of the future.

Biased Coverage 

★ This letter was sent to the San Francisco 
Chronicle: 

The latest theme in the San Francisco Chronicle 
coverage of the 5th District Congressional race 
reflects the Chronicle’s continued biased coverage 
of the special election. It now appears that “Nancy 
Pelosi is demonstrating surprising strength”! It is 
hardly surprising that the establishment candidate 
who has unlimited financial resources and the sup¬ 
port of the Mayor, Willie Brown, Leo McCarthy and 
the rest of the state party machine—not to mention 
the local media—is demonstrating vote-getting 
potential in the early polls. It is disingenuous on the 
Chronicle’s part to suggest that this is surprising 
when the Chronicle’s coverage has been a major fac¬ 
tor in her improving position. 

It has been clear since the start of this race that 
both the Chronicle and the Examiner are supporting 
Nancy Pelosi. Any doubts with regard to the Chroni¬ 
cle’s position were resolved on the day that Sala Bur¬ 
ton died when the Chronicle devoted more space to 
a fluff article on Nancy Pelosi (she was called the 
“heir apparent” than it did to an article summariz¬ 
ing Sala’s life and career. Most of the Chronicle and 
the Examiner articles since that time have been so 
one-sided that they could have been taken directly 
from Pelosi press releases. 

The Chronicle and Examiner articles also fre¬ 
quently mention that Harry Britt does not have 
unanimous support in the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity. Harry Britt has been a San Francisco supervisor 
for nearly ten years. During that time, he has had to 
take public positions on many difficult and contro¬ 
versial issues (Unlike Ms. Pelosi who can now be por¬ 
trayed any way she wants since her political activities 
have taken place behind closed doors rather than on 
the public record). It is not surprising that there are 
a few gays and lesbians who have differed with Super¬ 
visor Britt over the years and are not supporting him 
in this election. What is surprising is the speed with 
which the Chronicle and the Examiner report any 
negative comments concerning Britt which are made 
by this very small group of people! 

Britt’s congressional campaign is supported by a 
broad coalition of San Franciscans—both straight 
and gay. Many other people—including Sups. Moli- 
nari, Walker, Hongisto and Hsieh—have made 
significant and newsworthy statements concerning 
Britt’s candidacy, but we have heard very little from 
these people on the pages of the Chronicle or the Ex¬ 
aminer. Unfortunately, both the Chronicle and the 
Examiner seem to consider only negative statements 
concerning Britt and positive statements concern¬ 
ing Nancy Pelosi to be newsworthy.

Doesn’t Anybody Care? 

★ Tuesday, April 7, the gay community of San Fran¬ 
cisco failed to fight and win. Had we elected a gay 
candidate, we would have had a person in Congress 
who would have given a voice to the victims of AIDS, 
now, as well as those yet to be. 

As a minority group particularly afflicted with the 
ravages of this disease, we have had to endure the ut¬ 
terly frustrating lethargic response of the Federal 
Government, singularly embodied in the contemp¬ 
tible failure of Reagan to assume a leadership role 
in the fight against AIDS. 

The Sunday, Apr. 5 New York Times carried an ar¬ 
ticle concerning our special election. The networks 
carried stories about our election in the preceeding 
week. Indeed, Peter Jennings of ABC said that he was 
most interested in the social and political impact of 
AIDS. (Not much, if one judges the inexcusable 
failure to vote by those who ought to know better.) 
While acknowledging that New York has a plurality 
of AIDS cases, Jennings looked to San Francisco for 
a definitive perspective on the effects of this dread¬ 
ed disease., 

The national attention that was drawn to our lit¬ 
tle special election would have put Harry Britt on a 
roll and AIDS research funding on the map. If our 
congressperson did nothing other than achieve an 
effective federal program to combat the tragedy of 
AIDS, all in the nation would have won. 

Even the aberrant at-risk televangelists! 

That the San Francisco lesbian and gay commu¬ 
nity failed by a few thousand votes to enable the elec¬ 
tion of a gay through lack of support, or even for just 
the lack of a vote, is testimony to our own lack of con¬ 
cern for ourselves. 

Of a potential electorate of 480,000, only 370,00 
are registered in this city. Of those, only 36 percent 
were projected to vote, and that, only after the 
registrar recalculated the effect of the premature 
return to daylight savings time. Harry Britt lost by 
not many more votes than the number of San Fran¬ 
ciscans who have died of AIDS. 

Apparently, in some patriotic exuberance during 
this, the bicentennial of “We the people” USA, 38 


percent of us made it to the polls. With a guaranteed 
turnout limited to numbers like that, Gorbachev 
would have little trouble instituting Amerikan de¬ 
mocracy. South Africa and its whites-only elections 
is almost respectable by our standard of participa¬ 
tion. The Supreme Court could issue a new rule: 
“Four people, one vote.” 

If this still has little meaning to the average non¬ 
voter, consider this: Sala Burton, in her special elec¬ 
tion bid in 1983 to succeed her husband Phil Bur¬ 
ton, said in an appearance before the Harvey Milk 
Gay Democratic Club, that her aide and campaign 
manager, formerly aide and campaign strategist for 
her husband in 1982, as well as aide and campaign 
manager to Harry Britt, had engineered, lobbied for, 
and achieved single handedly, the first federal fund¬ 
ing of research on AIDS. 

That aide would have supported Harry Britt be¬ 
cause he had a vision. He saw that to win the small 
battles was the way to win the big ones. Those of us 
who failed to participate in this election fail to fight 
at all. This was an election for the individual who 
might hope that his single vote would count almost 
as much if he were the sole elector. His vote, and not 
many more, would have made a difference that would 
have been heard Wednesday morning, even as the 
media began to digest our small revolution on Today 
and Good Morning America. 

That aide and campaign manager to Phil Burton 
and Supervisor Harry Britt was the author of the 
beginning quote. He wasn’t here to vote for Harry 
Britt. Bill Kraus, who won the gay plank in the Dem¬ 
ocratic Party platform in 1980 died January 11,1986 
of AIDS.

Ridiculous Article 

★ The following letter was sent to Omni magazine: 

Linda Murry’s article “Sexual Destinies” (April 
1987) presents the reader with the patently homopho¬ 
bic views of the East German doctor, Gunter Dorner. 
Yet I would not suggest that a search for a biological 
etiology of homosexuality (and here the doctor’s sex¬ 
ism emerges, for his study—like almost all studies— 
fails, except superficially, to concern itself with les¬ 
bians) is itself homophobic; only Dorner’s intentions 
are. 

Vicious medical experiments on homosexual 
males date back at least to the brutal work of Nazi 
pseudo-doctors in the 1930s. One recognizes in both 
the Nazis’ and Dorner’s theories an emphatic reac¬ 
tion against difference; the belief in a dichotomized 
sex/gender system disallows meaningful considera¬ 
tion of homosexuality. Here two examples will suffice. 

The concept of the Native American berdache 
shows us a more complex reality than simply male 
and female, for a berdache neither identifies as, nor 
conforms to gender role expectations of, a female. In 
many Native American societies gender has been 
conceived of not as two opposite poles (or as a con¬ 
tinuum between them) but instead as a multi-faceted, 
multi-dimensional array of spiritual possibilities. 
Quite differently, in parts of Melanesia male homo¬ 
sexual behavior has been institutionalized for 
reasons of manhood rituals and a belief in female im¬ 
purity. 

The pseudo-science of Dorner (as well as UCLA 
professor Richard Green) fails less for its intentions 
than for its cultural chauvinism and anthropological 
inaccuracies. Finally, it is utterly ridiculous to sug¬ 
gest that eliminating (male) homosexuality will “con¬ 
trol the spread of AIDS.” Perhaps 100 million people 
have been infected with HIV in Africa, almost all of 
them heterosexually.

Love Is All You Need?? 



I have no idea what Louise Hay's motiva¬ 
tion is for making these tapes . . . Her phi¬ 
losophy requires scrutiny, and I hope that 
before other members of the gay commu¬ 
nity flock to her banner, they will first look 
with a critical eye beneath the surface. 


W hen I walked into my 
friend’s hospital room 
last fall, he was listening 
to a tape by Louise Hay, the self- 
described “metaphysical coun¬ 
selor, teacher, and healer.” Mo¬ 
tioning me to be seated, he ask¬ 
ed me to wait while he finished 
the tape. 

Picking up a magazine, I be¬ 
gan to read, but soon I, too, was 
listening to the tape. Unlike my 
friend, however, I was disturbed 
rather than soothed by what I 
heard. I couldn’t believe that my 
friend, formerly such a delightful 
cynic, could fall for such garbage. 
I was so upset that when I return¬ 
ed home, I found a copy of the 
tape for myself, “AIDS: A 
Positive Approach,” by Louise L. 
Hay. 

From the start, Hay states, “I 
do not heal anyone. I do help peo¬ 
ple to see themselves in a differ¬ 
ent perspective, and this view¬ 
point begins the healing process. 
Some of the things I am sug¬ 
gesting to you may sound very 
simplistic, but all I am asking you 
to do is to try it. It doesn’t mat¬ 
ter if you understand them or 
not.” 

While I appreciated the dis¬ 
avowal, I could not accept the ap¬ 
peal to faith over reason. It does 
matter whether or not I under¬ 
stand Hay’s philosophy, Especial¬ 
ly when that philosophy is one 
that is so foreign to my own view 
of things. 

“I believe that all illness is self- 
created,’ ’ Hay offers as the foun¬ 
dation of her philosophy. “I be¬ 
lieve that we are each 100 percent 
responsible for every experience 
in our lives, the best and the 
worst. That which we believe, 
becomes true-for us.” And here’s 
the kicker: “The very bottom line 
for everyone is self-hatred and 
guilt to one degree of another.” 

T his self-hatred and guilt 
can and does lead to 
AIDS, claims Hay, who be¬ 
lieves that gay men “have created 
a culture that places a tremen¬ 
dous emphasis on youth and 
beauty. Because of the ways gays 
treat other gays, the experience 
of getting old for most gay men 
is something to dread. It’s almost 
better to die than to get old, and 
we (sic.) have created a disease 
that kills. Some of the concepts 
and attitudes that go on in the 
gay lifestyle—the meatrack, the 
constant judging, etc.— are 
monstrous, and we (sic.) have 
created a monstrous disease. This 
sort of behavior can only create 
guilt on a very deep level.” 

Naturally, love is the answer. 
“Love is always the answer to 
healing, and the road to love is 
through forgiveness. Forgiving 
and releasing resentment will 
dissolve even cancer, and yes, 
even AIDS. When people come 
to me with a problem,” continues 
Hay, “there is only one thing I 
ever work on, and that is loving 
the self. I find that when we real¬ 
ly love and accept and approve of 
ourselves exactly as we are, then 
everything in life flows.” 

Of course, “In no way am I try¬ 
ing to create more guilt for 
anyone,” Hay claims. “I’m just 
trying to help us look at what 
needs to be released. This is a 
time for healing, for making 
whole, not for condemnation.” 

Yet in spite of this advice I 
must condemn, for what else can 
my friend feel but more guilt 
after listening to such a tape? If 
we create our own diseases 


through self-hatred and guilt, as 
Hay believes, then the reverse 
must also be true—if we are sick, 
then we must, by definition, hate 
ourselves. It then becomes our re¬ 
sponsibility to love and accept 
ourselves. If we do, says Hay, we 
will get better. 

But if we do not get better? If 
we continue to sicken and die, as 
my friend did, does this mean we 
have failed to love ourselves ful¬ 
ly? Have we not listened hard 
enough to Hay’s message? 

No, this is nonsense. It only 
means that we have sucumbed to 
the inevitable, according to scien¬ 
tific odds. Like it or not, at pre¬ 
sent AIDS is incurable, and we 
must find better ways to deal with 
the disease than to dupe our¬ 
selves. 

F rankly, I take a much 
simpler, more traditional 
view of things than does 
Hay. We don’t make ourselves 
sick—a virus does. Of course a 
good attitude helps us to cope 
with that sickness and perhaps to 
combat it, but I simply cannot 
agree with Hay that self-love 
heals all. I find her arguments to 
be both ill-conceived and danger¬ 
ous. 

Worse, they are insidious, for 
they place a tremendous psycho¬ 
logical burden on people who are 


least able to bear it. 

I suppose that what my friend 
liked to hear from Hay before he 
died was pap like, “You are a 
divine, magnificent expression of 
life. Since time began on this 
planet, there has never been 
another like you, and there never 
will be. You are special. You are 
unique and wonderful.” 

For my part, I know I am. And 
I know my friend was. I only wish 
he hadn’t felt it necessary for 
Louise Hay to tell him so. 

I have no idea what Louise 
Hay’s motivation is for making 
these tapes. Even though they 
cost $10 a piece (she also offers 
books, postcards, greeting cards, 
and video cassettes), I will give 
her the benefit of the doubt and 
assume that her’s is a crusade of 
genuine concern and good will. 
I know that she is extremely 
popular in the gay community 
and has helped many people with 
AIDS come to terms with their 
illness on a level that they can 
accept. 

Nevertheless, I believe that her 
philosophy requires scrutiny, and 
I hope that before other members 
of the gay community flock to her 
banner, they will first look with a 
critical eye beneath the surface. 

Even the surface is bad 
enough. •

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French Gay Magazine Gets Reprieve 


PARIS — Staff members of France’s top gay 
magazine, Gai Pied Hebdo, must feel like they’re 
being included in the cast of any dippy American 
soap opera. They have many twists and turns in 
their right to publish their magazine. 

Well, praise be to Steven Carrington, Gai Pied 
Hebdo is safe from the clutches of conservative 
French government folks who would like to put the 
clamps on the publication. 

The French government, with Socialist Francois 
Mitterand and conservative Jacques Chirac in the 
top two, rub-your-tummy-and-tap-your-head posi¬ 
tions, has decided not to ban the gay mag after all. 
Last month, the top gendarmes wanted to stop the 
magazine from printing all those suggestive ads 


which sell money and keep the publication in the 
pink. 

But that’s all over for now. The harassment of 
the magazine supposedly has stopped. The govern¬ 
ment’s announcement touched off all kinds of 
nasty comments. Interior Minister Charles Pasqua 
defended the original ban, saying, “Where en¬ 
couragement of depravity is concerned and minors 
I don’t intend to be tolerant or permissive.” 

According to Der Spiegel of West Germany, the 
government caved in to gay protesters, who may 
have been slightly on the conservative side. It 
seems as though some conservative gays threat¬ 
ened to switch political loyalties.

Yukon OKs Rights, 
Military Nixes 'Em 

WHITEHORSE - The Yu 
kon legislature passed the terri¬ 
tory’s first Human Rights Act re¬ 
cently. It includes protection on 
the basis of sexual orientation, in 
the areas of housing, employ¬ 
ment and public services. 

The bill wasn’t perfect, 
though, according to gay and les¬ 
bian activists. Sexual orientation 
of Canadian gay men and lesbi¬ 
ans didn’t get any protection. A 
report by defense minister Perrin 
Beatty argued that “disposal” of 
homosexuals from its ranks be 
continued. The report argued 
that homosexuals just can’t fit 
“functionally or socially into the 
organization.”

Baby Gets AIDS; 
Parents Sue Hospital 

HOUSTON — The parents 
of a four-year-old Houston boy 
who has AIDS are suing Texas 
Children’s Hospital, claiming 
that their son contracted the dis¬ 
ease from blood used in a trans¬ 
fusion. 

Roy and Pam Jurica say in 
their suit that the Houston hos¬ 
pital repeatedly refused to take 
blood from family members and 
that their son, Phillip, contracted 
AIDS after a 1983 transfusion 
when he was born 16 weeks pre¬ 
mature. 

Hospital officials admit the 
boy was a patient but refused to 
comment on the case. 

“Our attorney has asked us to 
say as little as possible because 
of the pending litigation,” said 
hospital spokesman Fred 
Rhodes. 

The blood transfusions (Phil¬ 
lip had as many as a dozen) were 
conducted before routine screen¬ 


ing of blood for exposure to AIDS 
began in 1985. 

“There was no FDA-licensed 
test for the AIDS antibody prior 
to that time,” said John Drury, a 
spokesman for the Gulf Coast 
Regional Blood Center, which 
supplies blood to the hospital. 
“In 1983, the only thing we could 
do was ask people who thought 
they were in a high-risk category 
for AIDS not to donate blood.”

World Council 
Blasts Vatican 

The Roman Catholic Church 
was termed as “The greatest 
obstacle in the worldwide battle 
against AIDS.” This was the as¬ 
sessment of David Gosling, who 
delivered the closing sermon at a 
recent San Francisco convention 
of the World Council of Churches 
Church and Society Division. 


‘ ‘All they (the Vatican) have to 
do is say something to encourage 
work against AIDS and support 
for AIDS victims,” said Gosling. 
“But they say nothing, and that 
certainly is an immorality.” 


Gosling made his remarks to 
an audience made up mostly of 
front-line workers in the battle 
against AIDS. Prominent Epis¬ 
copal, Baptist and Jewish leaders 
spoke with anger about the fail¬ 
ure of all churches in getting in¬ 
volved in the AIDS struggle. One 
Presbyterian from San Jose, for 
example, said her church op¬ 
posed a 1984 effort to study 
Presbyterian gay and lesbian 
needs. But Marcia Ludwig said 
her church is getting involved 
“now that they’ve buried their 
fourth AIDS victim in the 
parish.”

Duke On The Move 


A fter four years of low- 
visibility politics in the 
governor’s mansion, rare¬ 
ly accepting out-of-state speaking 
engagements or making national 
television appearances, Gov. 
George Deukmejian seems to be 
making a move. He now thinks 
the rest of America should be 
learning more about him. 

Recently, Deukmejian set him¬ 
self on a course to lead him 
beyond Sacramento. But just 
where he wants the course to take 
him, the Republican governor, 
who won re-election last Novem¬ 
ber by a whopping 1.7 million 
votes, seems unprepared to say. 

The governor has been hinting 
broadly that he would like to run 
for a third term in 1990, some¬ 
thing no California governor has 
done since the late Earl Warren 
in 1950. Friends also say that he 
is now thinking about a bid for 
national office sometime in the 
future—but not in 1988. Deuk¬ 
mejian says he will not only not 
be a favorite son candidate in 
next year’s presidential election 
as some have suggested, but says 
he will remain neutral in the GOP 
nomination battle. 

Some of the chief executive’s 
political advisers had urged him 
to run in the state’s presidential 
primary as a means of detering a 
bitter primary, but Deukmejian 
says his candidacy wouldn’t 
necessarily deter such a bruising 
party battle. Besides, not being 
serious about a presidential bid, 
the governor says he would not be 
comfortable “going out to 
Republicans and saying, ‘I want 
you to vote for me for the nomina¬ 
tion, but I’m not really seeking 
the nomination.’ That makes me 
feel uneasy.” 

Those close to the governor 
say he has also definitely ruled 
out a vice-presidential bid, if it 
were to be offered, because the 
lieutenant governor Leo McCar¬ 
thy is a Democrat. One aide says, 
“We would never turn the state 
over to a Democrat on the eve of 
reapportionment.’ ’ 

I nterestingly enough, 
though, when the governor 
called a news conference to 
announce that he would not be a 
favorite son candidate next year, 
he threw in something that no 
one expected. He announced that 
he would instead create a new po¬ 
litical organization—called 
Citizens for Common Sense— 
patterned after President Rea¬ 
gan’s Citizens for the Republic. 

He then announced that he 
was going to be more accessible 
and start stepping up his ac¬ 
tivities on a national basis. The 
governor thinks the new organi¬ 
zation will give him more grass¬ 
roots political muscle to rally the 
public for his agenda in Sacra¬ 
mento and a course of expertise 
to help him as he begins to speak 
out on national and internation¬ 
al issues. 

The group will eventually in¬ 


clude a fundraising arm. More 
importantly, his advisers point 
out, this gives the governor a 
vehicle for carrying out his polit¬ 
ical business during the 1988 
campaign and prepares him for 
the post-1988 landscape. 

Political observers and Repub¬ 
lican party leaders should 
definitely keep an eye on George 
Deukmejian. The guy definitely 
has plans that would take him far 
beyond Sacramento. 

A ctress Elizabeth Taylor, 
who has become the ma¬ 
jor national spokeswoman 
on AIDS, tells presidential son 
Ron Reagan in an interview to be 
aired on Good Morning America 
in a couple of weeks that “It’s go¬ 
ing to take a famous heterosexu¬ 
al woman dying of AIDS before 
it really gets the attention of the 
heterosexual community.” 

On the progress against AIDS, 
Taylor says that “the only good 
thing that’s happening is that 
people are certainly more aware. 
It is finally coming out of the 
closet. Some of the stigma is 
lessening, but people really need 
so desperately to be educated. 

Saying that she was appalled at 
the handling of Liberace’s recent 
death, Taylor says she doesn’t 
buy the argument that it’s impor¬ 
tant to know who has AIDS. “I’m 
sorry, that just doesn’t wash with 
me. They don’t do it when John 
Doe dies of heart failure. They 
don’t exhume the body and hack 
it open. They did it because it was 
Liberace. And it just leaves me 
with a feeling of disgust.” 

With the Republicans holding 
their national convention next 
year in New Orleans and the 
Democrats in Atlanta, there is no 
doubt that the New South 
becomes more important to na¬ 
tional politics. 

Friends of political consultant 
Jack Davis will help him cele¬ 
brate his 40th birthday May 1 at 
the Comstock Club by turning it 
into a fundraiser for S.F. AIDS 
Emergency Fund, Bread & 
Roses, and Coming Home Hos¬ 
pice (entertainment by Mimi 
Farina and Bread & Roses; 
5-7 p.m., $25 donation sug¬ 
gested. 

In the Netherlands, scores of 
Dutch gays took communion at 
Easter Mass Sunday in a demon¬ 
stration aimed at defying the 
local Roman Catholic bishop’s 
ban against giving them the 
sacraments. The protest against 
Bishop Johannes ter Schure’s 
publicly stated policy passed 
without incident when all com¬ 
municants were given commu¬ 
nion. 

S peaking at a private recep¬ 
tion before his Fairmont 
Hotel fundraiser last week, 
Gary Hart started his remarks by 
asking the 50 or so in the room 
“Are there any Federal marshals 
present?” The dinner drew 500 
Hart supporters, but while Mayor 


Scondras Gets 
Bosox To Ban 
Coors Beer 

BOSTON - Openly gay 
Boston Councillor David Scon¬ 
dras used his influence to make 
sure that the only silver bullets 
used in Fenway Park this season 
will be the ones which whiz by 
Boston Red Sox pitchers. 


Scondras helped the city of 
Boston work out an agreement 
with management of “The 
Pahk” to ban Coors’ Beer from 
refreshment stands during Bosox 
home games. Scondras worked 
closely with local labor union 
representatives to get the Sox not 
to sell the beer manufactured 
by a company which has been 
roundly criticized by gay rights 
advocates for alleged discrimina¬ 
tion policies.

Feinstein and John Molinari, the 
leading candidate to succeed her, 
both were in attendance, neither 
endorsed the candidate in his 
early presidential campaign. 
Hart, incidentally, during his 
speech, went out of his way to 
praise Denver’s pro-gay Mayor 
Federico Pena, who is in a tight 
re-election campaign next 
month. 

Campaign fallout: some of 
Harry Britt’s fans boiling mad at 
a recent Washington Blade inter¬ 
view with Larry Bush, Art Agnos’ 
gay legislative aide. In remarks 
with the gay paper, Bush trashed 
Britt for his campaign strategy, 
his alliance with fellow Sup. John 
Molinari (Agnos’ mayoral foe), 
and for just about every other 
thing Britt did. Bush gloated that 
Britt’s efforts “backfired” and 
the anti-Britt story left little ques¬ 
tion why Art Agnos’ gay staffers 
were seldom seen in the Britt 
campaign. 

Meanwhile, reports continued 
that Agnos himself was active in 
attempting to dry up potential 
Britt campaign funds from a 
large Southern California gay po¬ 
litical action committee. And on 
the East Coast, it is reported that 
Agnos even attempted to per¬ 
suade one pro-gay Democratic 
congressperson who is a friend of 
Harry’s to oppose Britt’s effort. 
And who says that politics is an 
honorable profession? 

Dick Pabich, the young cam¬ 
paign consultant who came 
within a whisker of electing 
Harry Britt, against all the odds, 
will direct Sheriff Mike Hen¬ 
nessey’s re-election campaign. • 


“Boston baseball fans should 
not be subsidizing a terrorist war 
in Central America,” said Scon¬ 
dras. “Nor should they help sup¬ 
port a family that is dedicated to 
attacking the rights of gay peo¬ 
ple, blacks, women and unions.”

Has Delighted Kids On Easter

T he child was not a happy sight. She was in her hos¬ 
pital bed, quiet as a mouse. Tubes were in all parts 
of her little seven-year-old body. Her father was at 
her bedside, hoping against hope that his little girl would 
perk up. 

Then, the Easter Bunny walked into her room. 

The little girl’s eyes lit up. A broad grin covered her 
beautiful ebony face. She turned to her father and said, “I 
told you Daddy. I told you he wouldn’t forget to come.” 

As the Easter Bunny walked down the hall, the father 
chased after him. “I can’t say, ‘Bless you,’ enough,” said 
the father. “That’s the first time my little girl has said a 
word in days.” 

Underneath his gigantic Easter Bunny outfit, Ray Pic¬ 
cinnini shed tears. “If you don’t think the Easter Bunny 
wasn’t crying,” said the 54-year-old Piccinnini, “then you’ve 
got another think coming.” 



That’s the fondest memory 
from a quarter-century of com¬ 
munity service for Piccinnini, 
long active in San Francisco’s gay 
community. For 25 years, Ray has 
skipped an Easter ham dinner 
for trips to children’s wards in 
San Francisco’s hospitals. He has 
made life better for all the kids 
who are forced to spend the Eas¬ 
ter holiday in a hospital instead 
of looking for Easter eggs. 

Piccinnini said that he started 
giving candy to kids quite by ac¬ 
cident. Mother Nature played a 
supporting role in the drama. 

“It all started when I worked 
as a waiter at Enrico’s Coffee 
House,” Ray said. “My boss said 
he wanted to have a gimmick for 
the restaurant on Easter Sunday. 
He decided to have a ‘live’ Easter 
Runny. He turned to me and said, 
‘And Ray, you’re it.”’ 

It seemed like a wonderful 
idea, Piccinnini said, except that 
Mother Nature decided on a 
noontime rainstorm. Enrico’s 
couldn’t fool Mother Nature. 

“When people came out of 
church that day,” Ray said, “it 
was raining cats and dogs. So, the 
crowd at Enrico’s was small.” 

As a result of the small brunch 
crowd, the Easter Bunny said, 
there was plenty of candy left 
over. “A friend of mine, Steve 
Tonkovich, said, ‘This stuff isn’t 
going to last. Let’s take it to 
Presbyterian.’” 

So, Piccinnini and Tonkovich 
loaded the candy in a car and 


took it over to Presbyterian Hos¬ 
pital. When the children saw Ray 
in his Easter Bunny getup, they 
squealed with delight. A wonder¬ 
ful, new, heart-warming star had 
been born. Every Easter since 
then, Piccinnini has returned, 
hippety-hop, with goodies for 
kiddies. 

This past Sunday, Piccinnini 
made the rounds of ten hospitals 
in eight hours. He even stopped 
at Enrico’s for a noontime com¬ 
memoration of his first Easter 
Bunny Sunday 25 years ago. 

He refuses to take all the credit 
for bringing some happiness to 
cooped-up kids. “Sue Bunducci 
helps me deliver the candy,” Ray 
said, “and we have the candy 
donated by the California Peanut 
Company and Shaw’s Fine Can¬ 
dies. And not only that, Joe Par- 
gentr, the owner of Nob Hill 
Limousine, has donated a limo 
for us.” 

Recognition has poured in for 
Piccinnini. Pres. Ronald Reagan, 
Gov. George Deukmejian and 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein all have 
sent notes of praise to him. 

But when Ray Piccinnini 
thinks back on 25 years of giving, 
letters from important govern¬ 
mental people aren’t as much on 
his mind as the thanks he gets 
from the kids and their parents. 

Etched in his mind is the vi¬ 
sion of a little girl’s grin many 
years ago. And etched in mind is 
the tearful, heartfelt thank-you of 
the little girl’s father. •

Noah's Ark 

Rescued Pets Turn to 
Rescuing Humans

I t wasn’t your typical fashion show in any sense 
of the word. While it is true there were hand¬ 
some men parading around in dazzling 
Wilkes Bashford fashions, that wasn’t the main 
story behind the Paws For PWAs fashion show Tues¬ 
day at Club DV8. The real story was who benefited 
from the show. 

People with AIDS and ARC and their pets were 
the beneficiaries. A huge crowd donated at least 
$25 per head to watch the show. Forty-five percent 
of the proceeds went to the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation food bank with a like total going to the 
San Francisco Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals (SPCA) AIDS Pets Medical Care Fund. 
Ten percent went to the Clothing Depot of Trinity 
Church. 


The main theme behind the 
scenes here is a new wrinkle in 
the struggle against AIDS. In 
this case, it’s a bit of a heart- 
tugger. 

Some of the money going to 
the AIDS Foundation’s food 
bank is going for pet food. The 
Kibbles and Bits or Kitty Stew 
means that Spot and Puff will 
keep up their own nourishment 
and thus provide a healthier, hap¬ 
pier companion for a person with 
AIDS or ARC. 

“The PWAs are no different 
from anyone else,” said Cary 
Norsworthy of the AIDS Founda¬ 
tion food bank. “They get at¬ 
tached to their animals. That’s 
why this program is so important. 
Sometimes, these pets are the 
only living things these people 
live with.” 

Ken Jones, educational direc¬ 
tor for the SPCA, said there is 
both a mental and a physical 
need for the person/pet relation¬ 
ship. 

“We mustn’t forget,” said 
Jones, “that the person with 
AIDS or ARC becomes the per¬ 
son an animal needs. That person 
becomes an active provider for 
the animal. 

“As far as the physical side of 


it is concerned,” Jones added, 
“people with AIDS have felt the 
loss of something physical in 
their lives. That’s where an ani¬ 
mal is so great because an animal 
can give a real big hug. 

“An animal becomes a buffer 
against loneliness.” 



Jones said that the SPCA in¬ 
creased its interest in PWA- 
PWARC/pet relationships after 
some doctors warned against the 
humans and animals being ex¬ 
posed to each other. He said the 
doctors alleged there was a great 
risk of infection. 

“Because of that accusation, 
we did research,” Jones said. 
“We talked to doctors at San 
Francisco General (Hospital) and 


at UC-Davis. They all agreed that 
animals present absolutely no 
risk.” 

According to Jones, the 
SPCA’s Pets Medical Care Fund 



covers a broad range of activities. 
Not only are animals placed with 
AIDS/ARC patients, but they 
get medical care and are also 
brought out with volunteers on 
one-day visits. The patients get a 
chance to meet not only dogs and 
cats, but also such varied types as 
guinea pigs, chinchillas, roosters, 
parrots, lizards and snakes. 

“We even have an owl who lost 
a wing in an accident with a car 
and an opossum who lost an eye 
in a rat trap,” he said. 

Not only do the patients get a 



kick out of seeing a miniature 
version of Noah’s Ark, but the 
animals love it, too. Jones said 
they are “self-possessed and 
quite proud of themselves. When 
they go into hospitals, they 
shine.” 

The food bank has been pro¬ 
viding approximately 200 bags of 
groceries each week for people 
with AIDS/ARC and their pets. 
One of the more interesting do¬ 
nations the organization received 
came from children in St. Eliza¬ 
beth’s Elementary School. 

“Not only did the kids con¬ 
tribute some needed groceries,” 
said Norsworthy, “but they also 
received an early form of AIDS 
education.” • 
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T he Calla Lilies became the winners of the 
Lily Street Easter Bonnet Contest, Sutter’s 
Mill entrant Marty McClelland was the 1987 
Mr. Financial District and the spectre of religious 
activity ranged from the White Party to Mt. David¬ 
son to a standing room only Dignity potluck din¬ 
ner in the Castro. 

It was Easter in gay San Francisco. 

With the sun beaming down on the city, the Lily 
Street Easter Fair was the most successful ever. 
Hundreds of people managed to down 15 kegs of 
beer as they promenaded up the spruced-up West¬ 
ern Addition alley. (Continued, on next page)

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Milk Club Asked 
To Endorse 
Harvey's Opponent 

Club Leadership To Push Agnos

Members of the Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay Democratic 
Club will learn in the next few days, many to their surprise, 
that next Tuesday night the club will vote its endorsement for 
this fall’s mayoral race in San Francisco. Executive commit¬ 
tee members have been quietly meeting to plan their strategy 
to back Art Agnos as that club’s candidate. 

The anticipated endorsement, coming on the heels of the 
defeat of Harry Britt in his race for Congress, has outraged 
Britt’s campaign manager Dick Pabich. 


“All of the friends of Harvey 
Milk know that Art Agnos not 
only worked to keep him from 
getting to the Assembly but also 
tried to keep him from being 
elected supervisor,” said Pabich. 
“Here we have Art Agnos, a man 
who tried to keep a gay man from 
going to the California State As¬ 
sembly, the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors, and another from 
the United States Congress. 
What kind of friend is he?” he 
asked. 

Rich Schlackman, a political 
consultant on the Britt for Con¬ 
gress campaign, said, “Art Agnos 
raised thousands of dollars for 
Nancy Pelosi. Just a quick glance 
shows over $10,000 came from 
Agnos’ people,” he said. 

According to federal campaign 
financial reports, one of those 
contributors to the Pelosi cam¬ 
paign was Angelo K. Tsakopolous 
of Sacramento. Tsakopoulos, a 
major Central Valley developer, 
gave $1,000 to Pelosi on March 
17. On the same day Katina Tsa¬ 
kopoulos, Sofia Tsakopoulos, 
Matina Romas-Kolokotronis, 
Constantino Galaxidas and Stel- 
ene Galaxidas, all of Sacramen¬ 
to, each gave $1,000 to the Pelosi 
for Congress campaign. 

Angelo Tsakopoulos was de¬ 
scribed in the San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer’s Image magazine as the 
financial patron of Art Agnos. In 
the Examiner story, Agnos was re¬ 
ported to have borrowed $50,000 
at no interest from Tsakopoulos 
to invest in one of his develop¬ 
ments. Records filed at San Fran¬ 
cisco City Hall show Agnos still 
owed the developer $30,000 at 
the end of 1986. Agnos’ share of 
that development is now report¬ 
edly worth $225,000. 

The Examiner also reported 
that the generosity of the devel¬ 
oper may have gotten Agnos into 
trouble when he authored two 
bills that make it harder to file 
environmental lawsuits against 
low and moderate income hous¬ 
ing developments. The bill, 
which passed, allows the court in 
such a suit to require those filing 
to post a bond of up to $500,000. 

Regarding Agnos’ position on 
development, Agnos aide Larry 
Bush said, “Art supported Prop. 


M. That’s the kind of program he 
has always supported.” He said 
Agnos supports “balanced and 
sensitive” development for “all 
the people of San Francisco.” 
Prop. M limits downtown devel¬ 
opment in San Francisco. 

Bush denied that Agnos is a 
developer. He said that some who 
contribute to his campaign may 
be developers but they contribute 
because of Agnos’ principles. 

Other Agnos backers also con¬ 
tributed to Pelosi’s campaign. 
On Feb. 13, George M. Marcus 
and Judith Marcus of Los Altos 
Hills donated a total of $3,000 to 
the Pelosi for Congress cam¬ 
paign. Agnos’ campaign finance 
records show that George Marcus 
loaned Agnos $25,000 in October 
1986 in his basically unopposed 
campaign last year for the Cali¬ 
fornia Assembly. 

Dick Pabich also charged that 
Agnos worked to dry up cam¬ 
paign funds for Harry Britt in 
Los Angeles, New York and Bos¬ 
ton. “We had a long list of sup¬ 
porters from MECLA (Municipal 
Elections Committee) in Los An¬ 
geles who were committed to sup¬ 
porting Harry,” said Pabich. 
MECLA is one of the largest gay 
political action committees in the 
country. 

“After Agnos met with mem¬ 
bers of MECLA, almost all of the 
support from that organization 
simply dried up,” Pabich said. In 
fact, the $5,000 which MECLA 
could have given to Britt was 
reduced to a contribution of only 
$3,000, according to Pabich. 

Pabich said similar efforts 
were tried on the East Coast but 
were not as successful. 

But Agnos aide Larry Bush re¬ 
jected claims that Agnos blocked 
funds for Britt. “To my knowl¬ 
edge he has never spoken to any¬ 
one at any time about not con¬ 
tributing to Harry Britt. I know 
of no exception. When asked, Art 
has always said to endorse Harry 
and give him a check,” said Bush. 

Pabich was also angry over 
comments made by Bush, who is 
extensively quoted in the April 10 
Washington Blade, a Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. gay newspaper. In the 
article, Bush attacked Britt’s

campaign strategy, saying his at¬ 
tack on Pelosi for being part of 
the “Burton political machine” 
and for being a Democratic Party 
fundraiser who has never held a 
“real” job also hurt Britt among 
Burton supporters and feminists. 

Questions have also arisen 
about the role of the staffs of 
Agnos, Lieut. Gov. Leo McCarthy, 
and state Sen. David Roberti in 
blocking an endorsement for 
Britt by the Sacramento-based 
gay River City Democratic Club. 
Del Powell, treasurer of the club, 
had taken the measure before the 
club and was knocked down in his 
efforts to schedule a special en¬ 
dorsement meeting. 

Commenting in Mom, Guess 
What, a gay newspaper in Sacra¬ 
mento, Powell said, “She’s (Pelo¬ 
si) been anointed the successor to 
the late Sala Burton’s congres¬ 
sional seat by the Democratic es¬ 
tablishment. This makes it diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible, for many 
of the club’s members to openly 
support Britt, since many of 
them are staffers for legislators 
in Sacramento, staffers who are 
bound to the well-connected 
Pelosi.” 

The Harvey Milk Lesbian and 
Gay Democratic Club was found¬ 
ed by Milk to specifically fight 
Art Agnos and the machine that 
opposed Milk. 

One person who strongly op¬ 
posed Agnos said, “I think rep¬ 
resentatives should be elected by 
the people, not appointed.

Forced Testing 
By S.J. Police 
Called 'Illegal' 

by Gerard Koskovich 

South Bay law enforcement officials are under fire for urg¬ 
ing the forced AIDS antibody testing of sexual assault 
suspects. Representatives of a local rape crisis center, the 
County Health Department, and civil rights groups have 
denounced the proposal as misdirected and “simply illegal.” 

“We are considering testing suspects in forcible and non- 
consensual sex crime cases—all suspects whose actions would 
have a tendency to transmit the disease,” said Ike Hernandez, 
deputy chief of the San Jose Police Department. 

“We don’t have a formal policy 
recommendation yet, but we will 
have one as soon as we reason¬ 
ably can,” Hernandez continued. 

“We’re reviewing the proposal 
with all the logic, common sense, 
and legal expertise we can 
muster. We want to make sure to 
protect everyone’s rights, and 
that’s a hard balance to find.” 

While state law currently for¬ 
bids involuntary AIDS antibody 
testing, Santa Clara County 
Deputy District Attorney Alan 
Nudelman has argued that the 
law does not apply to the gather¬ 
ing of evidence in criminal cases, 
according to the San Jose 
Mercury-News. 

“It’s absolutely immoral and 
unconscionable to allow someone 
who’s been sexually violated by a 
known assailant to live under a 
cloud of uncertainty” about pos¬ 
sible exposure to AIDS, Nudel¬ 
man told the Mercury-News. 

He added that a positive anti¬ 
body test would allow prosecutors 
to charge a suspect with causing 


“great bodily harm,” increasing 
any prison term by five years 
upon conviction. If a victim died 
of AIDS within three years of ex¬ 
posure during an assault, the 
rapist could face murder charges, 
Nudelman said. 

The Mercury-News editorializ¬ 
ed in favor of the proposal in its 
April 6 issue. “To provide infor¬ 
mation for victims, and higher 
penalties for attackers, it makes 
sense to test the blood of sexual 
assault suspects for AIDS anti¬ 
bodies,” the editorial stated. 

A number of local leaders in 
the rape crisis, public health, and 
civil rights fields, however, 
strongly criticized the forced 
testing proposal. 

“I don’t think we would sup¬ 
port efforts to start testing all 
suspects,” said Laurie Wed- 
demeyer, community education 
coordinator for the Mid-Penin¬ 
sula YWCA Rape Crisis Center, 
which offers an emergency hot

Inquiring Minds Wanted to Know 


BLUNTLY, IT'S 
BUREAUCRACY! 

(A Beadledom Nose?) 

Yes, there were concerns ex¬ 
pressed. Why was there only one 
patient in AIDS Ward B-2 at Fair¬ 
mont Hospital? Why were other 
AIDS patients upstairs in Wards 
B-3 and B-4? How come the tele¬ 
vision and the VCR were missing 
from the day room of Ward B-2? 
What happened to the microwave 
oven in the day room? Was all the 
work and money for improving 
the patio of Ward B-2 being 
allocated to patients other than 
those with AIDS? What was hap¬ 
pening at Fairmont Hospital? 
And, what about that Canteen 
Fund? 

“Inquiring minds wanted to 
know,” so a group consisting of 
Mama Chuckles, Ralph B., Hank 
C., my spouse, and me, made an 
appointment to discuss these 
issues with Michael Smart, 
associate administrator of the 
hospital, and Don DeMorrow, of 
AIDS services at the hospital. 
The meeting was held last Thurs¬ 
day, April 16, in a conference 
room at the hospital. 

Here are the facts in a nut 
shell, if you will: 

1. Ward B-2 is the “acute” 
ward. Much more is demanded 
from the physicians than from 
the nurses. 

2. Wards B-3 and B-4 are 
assigned to “skilled nursing.” 
Much more is demanded from 
the nurses than from the physi¬ 
cians. These wards are not 
limited to AIDS/ARC patients. 

3. The “skilled nursing” pro¬ 
gram receives money from Medi- 
Cal. If these nurses are utilized 
in any other ward(s), the hospital 
must absorb a $600 a day loss. 

4. Traditionally, fewer patients, 
no matter what the diagnosis, are 
admitted to any hospital during 
the months of April and May. 

5. The television and VCR (in 
the day room of Ward B-2) had 
been removed from the wall 
bracket to be affixed to a rolling 
cart for better utilization. 

6. The microwave oven (in the 
day room of Ward B-2) had 
malfunctioned and was removed 
to be repaired. A different one is 


now on “loan'' until the repairs 
are made. 

7. There are fewer AIDS pa¬ 
tients in Ward B-2 because there 
is better at-home care or “at 
home setting” with family or 
friends. 

8. The state could (and would) 
refuse payments if patients and 
nurses aren’t in the right ward(s). 

9. The: Canteen Fund is not 
under the jurisdiction of the 
County Board of Supervisors. 

10. Requests from the Canteen 
Fund for AIDS patients’ use re¬ 
quires two signatures and final 
approval from Michael Smart. 

All the monies raised from the 
gay sector for the Canteen Fund 
are in separate accounting, and 
a financial report is available 
quarterly. The funds are used for, 
among other things: patients’ 
needs from the vending 
machines and/or “snack cart”; 
food supplements for patients; 
new clothes because of weight 
loss; art works and prints in the 
halls, rooms, and day room of 
Ward B-2; educational materials 
for employees of the Ward; par¬ 
tial reinbursement for the safe 
sex packets (distributed at several 
local gay bars); various holiday 
“goodies” for patients; 
refreshments for volunteer 
trainees; payment of long dis¬ 
tance phone calls from patients 
in Ward B-2. 

“Accounts” from the Canteen 
Fund are limited to $50 max¬ 
imum, unless the need exceeds 
the maximum. 

Because of the precedents set 
by the gay sector of Alameda 
County—televisions and tele¬ 
phones in the AIDS ward, 
redecorating and refurnishing of 
the day room of Ward B-2, and 
the furnishing and “planting” of 
the patio of Ward B-2—and the 
goodwill attached thereto, the 
county is considering paying for 
televisions in Wards B-3 and B-4, 
plus assisting with the cost of in¬ 
stalling telephones in those 
wards. 

A system must be installed to 
limit the long distance calls from 
the wards. Those calls add up, 
and seriously deplete the Can¬ 
teen Fund. 

This, indeed, is a real feather 


in all the caps of everyone who, in 
any way, donated time, money, 
energy, services, and/or equip¬ 
ment to Ward B-2 of Fairmont 
Hospital. If we can set one 
precedent—with the County 
Board of Supervisors—just think 
how much more good we can do! 

Let’s hope that what happen¬ 
ed to TB will happen to AIDS. At 
one time there was an entire hos¬ 
pital in Livermore devoted to TB 
patients. As time and research 
went on, the patients were hous¬ 
ed in one wing. Then, one floor. 
Then, one ward. Then, one room 
in a different hospital. We must 
keep fighting!

loaded it down with ham, baked 
chicken, yams and mashed pota¬ 
toes, and cakes decorated to look 
like Easter bunnies. Additional 
cakes were provided as a holiday 
gift by Just Desserts. 

Cirasuolo, who works as a 24- 
hour-a-day home care attendant 
with AIDS patients, had the din¬ 
ner catered at his own expense. 
“It’s my way of saying thanks, to 
them (the protesters) and to a 
higher power. If I can add a smile 
to their faces, why not do it,” he 
said. 

J.C. Keller, a man with AIDS 
who has been at the Vigil almost 
continuously since it began in 
October 1985, said the Vigil al¬ 
most died six days after it began 
when a group of gay-bashers at¬ 
tacked the protesters with bottles 
and broom handles.

big storm, “I had pneumonia 
and was chained to the doors (of 
the Old Federal Building, where 
two beds still lie chained to the 
doors in protest). There were 
about three of us who were sick 
but we were all hanging onto the 
tents. Everything was soaked. We 
spent the entire night in the mud 
hanging onto the tents.” 

The latest threat to the Vigil 
came in January of this year 
when federal official George 
Miller sent a letter to Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein calling the 
Vigil “a blight” and demanding 
that it be moved away from fed¬ 
eral property. 

“He (Miller) wanted us out by 
a certain day,” recalled Ferguson. 
“Well, that day we had about a 
thousand supporters here and 
we saw George Miller peeking 
through the glass doors. When 
he saw all those people he split 
and we’ve never heard from him 
since.”

line, victim advocacy, and other 
support services to sexual assault 
survivors in Santa Clara County. 

“We should be very careful 
about who we test and how the in¬ 
formation is used. We still have 
a lot to learn about AIDS and 
about what this test would 
mean,” she continued. 

“The proposal [from law en¬ 
forcement officials] sounds like a 
real band-aid approach,” Wed- 
demeyer added. “What with peo¬ 
ple’s attitudes about AIDS right 
now. I’d like to know what’s 
motivating them.” 

Millicent Kellogg, education 
coordinator for the Santa Clara 
County Health Department 
AIDS Project, also opposes the 
forced testing plan. “We believe 
that the only valid use of this test 
is anonymous and consenting,” 
she told the Bay Area Reporter. 

The law enforcement officials 
“seem to think that people have 
a right to know if someone else 
has AIDS or tests positively,” she 
continued. “But there’s no 
necessary connection between 
the antibody status of an attacker 
and the development of AIDS in 
the victim; just testing the 
perpetrator won’t tell the victim 
anything very useful. 

“The status of the victim is the 
most important thing; that’s who 
we should focus testing on,” 
Kellogg added. “If the victim is 
concerned [about possible infec¬ 
tion with the AIDS virus], they 
should consider taking the test 
themselves. That could relieve 
their concern.”

vocates AIDS Civil Rights Pro¬ 
ject in San Francisco, the pro¬ 
posed testing policy is “a clear 
violation of existing California 
law, which forbids forced testing 
under any circumstances. It’s 
simply illegal. 

“This proposal shows a re¬ 
markably naive attitude. It’s a 
short-sighted, counter-productive 
over-reaction,” he said. 

“I would suspect that a lot of 
this is politically motivated,” 
Schatz added. “AIDS is a good 
way for people trying to move up 
the political ladder to get some 
attention. A proposal [about 
AIDS] doesn’t have to make 
much sense for it to get your 
name in the paper.” 

Schatz particularly took issue 
with the use of antibody testing 
as a justification for additional 
charges and increased sentences. 
“It bases the penalty on health 
status, not criminal intent,” he 
explained. “Most antibody¬ 
positive people don’t know their 
antibody status. 

“The point is, rape is an awful 
crime,” Schatz said. “If you’re a 
rapist, you should be penalized 
for rape. But not because of some 
vague suspicion that you may 
have exposed someone uninten¬ 
tionally” to the AIDS virus. 

Responding to Schatz’s 
charges. Deputy Chief Her¬ 
nandez said, “I’m not running 
for office. My interest in this is a 
reaction to concerns I’ve heard 
expressed by victims and by the 
community. I don’t think these 
[objections] are reasons to pre¬ 
vent us from considering a 
policy.” 

Deputy District Attorney Alan 
Nudelman did not return

New Conservatory Children's Theatre 
Airs the Issue with The Inner Circle 


by Wendell Ricketts 


When Ed Decker became ill enough to enter the hospital two Springs 
ago, his anxieties were not untypical of a man in his position. He had pneu¬ 
monia; he’d been told it was pneumocystis; he presumed he must have AIDS. 
He lay abed for a week before his condition was properly diagnosed as a 
bacterial infection that was quickly reversed with antibiotics. For a man of 
the theater such as Decker, however, the simulated tragedy carried the weight 
of reality. He wasn’t dying, but he’d been scared and he was angry. The 
remedy seemed to be action. He contacted the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation and was trained for their speakers bureau. He became a telephone 
counselor on the AIDS Hotline. 


But that wasn’t enough for Decker. As Executive Director of the New Con¬ 
servatory Children’s Theatre and School, he was accustomed to thinking 
in terms of the contributions the New Conservatory could make to the pop¬ 
ulation that is their special province. Over the years, the New Conservatory’s 
commitment to producing socially relevant youth theater had given rise to 
programs on latch-key children, life in a school for the disabled, the 
Nicaraguan revolution, and a hugely successful piece on runaways that 
toured the state and would not close, even when the New Conservatory 
wanted it to. Despite preconceptions in the public mind about “children’s” 
theater, Decker asserts, the New Conservatory has never been “cute little 
Punch ’n’ Judy shows for kids.” 

So Decker set out to produce a piece about AIDS prevention and educa¬ 
tion for teenagers, a group that is poised on the brink of an AIDS epidem¬ 
ic that could ravage their population as it has decimated the gay community. 

“Kids are sexually active a lot younger that I had even thought,” Decker 
says. “As an adult, this alarms me just a little bit. But that judgment aside, 
they are having sex. They need to know. Now is the time to educate them 
before AIDS becomes a problem in their world.” 

The result of Decker’s vision will be unveiled April 24 
when The Inner Circle, an impressive collaboration with 
playwright Patricia Loughrey and the young artists of the 
New Conservatory School, premieres at the Zephyr Theatre 
Complex at 25 Van Ness. 

The Inner Circle is the story of four friends, Sarah (Kris 
Bodertscher), Mark (Julian Brooks), Kat(Annmarie Hough- 
tailing), and Danny (Patrick McCracken). Their rather pro¬ 
saic world of video games, proms, cutting class, and first 
dates is sundered by the discovery that Mark has contracted 
AIDS through skin-popping, a form of IV drug use. Kat, 

Sarah, and Danny cope with the revelation as well as their 
misinformation, guilt, and confusion will let them, but their 
friendship is seriously threatened by the fear that AIDS has 
passed among them — both boys, the play reveals, have slept 
with both girls.

Eventually, their circle is able to expand to include Mark’s 
imminent death, their love for him, their shared grief, and 
the changes they realize they must make in their own lives. 
Crammed into the 34 brief scenes is a great deal of infor¬ 
mation about AIDS — how it is transmitted, how one can 
be protected from it, w hat it is when someone has it — but 
none of that overshadows the story of friendship, or of the 
expansiveness of the human spirit when confronted by trag¬ 
edy. As playwright Loughrey explains it, “ The Inner Circle 
is about the courage to be truly intimate — intimate with 
oneself and each other. It’s about learning, by bumping into 
the walls, where the doors are that lead to some truth.” 

Perhaps it is significant, then, that Loughrey’s play opens 
in the darkness of an abandoned building, the three surviv¬ 
ing friends blundering about in the gloom with only the light 
of flashlights to guide them. The scene is the hideout where 
Mark, confused and frightened after his diagnosis, had run 
away to think. With them the three bring mementos of their 
friendships — a yearbook, a splinter from the telephone pole 
the boys struck the night they smashed up Mark’s father’s 
new car — to say their final goodbyes. Kid stuff? Schmaltz? 

Maybe. But the reactions of these three, as they grope for 
some appropriate response to the death of a friend, from 
a disease they never imagined had anything to do with them, 
is poignant in its self-consciousness. No one teaches us how 
to greet the death of a loved one — nor how to go on living 
afterward — and whatever we come up with is essentially 
improv. Loughrey has captured a moment between the in¬ 
nocence of childhood and the “cool” of young adulthood 
and let her characters linger there. If they seem raw in their 
discomfort, clumsy in their friendships, unsophisticated in 
their mourning, it may only be because we’ve repudiated 
our own emotional ontogeny. 

Friendship, then, is at the heart of The Inner Circle. But 
the play is also specifically designed to raise teenagers’ 
awareness that they belong to a group at serious risk for 
AIDS. Thus, The Inner Circle includes discussions of safe 
sex; responsible and irresponsible sexual behavior; the 
AIDS-antibody test; means of contracting AIDS, including 
unprotected heterosexual and homosexual sex and shared 
IV drug apparatus; and the use of condoms. Each of these 
subjects might be controversial enough on its own, but many 
of the groups and individuals Decker approached about the 
project didn’t need to hear that much detail before their feet 
got cold. Just knowing that The Inner Circle dealt with 
teenage sexuality and AIDS was enough to make them 
plenty squeamish.

Granted, when Decker conceived the idea that eventually 
became The Inner Circle, he suspected the play would stir 
up its share of controversy. What he never expected was the 
lukewarm response the project has gotten from school offi¬ 
cials, local politicians, and the gay press. Further, not a 
single local funding source has been willing to back the play. 
Most frustrating of all, perhaps, since Decker’s goal is to 
take The Inner Circle on tour in high schools “where 
teenagers can see it and it will do the most good,” he has 
been unable to get the endorsement of San Francisco pub¬ 
lic schools. 

“The schools’ main concern,” Decker notes ironically, 
“is ‘Do you say “penis,” “vagina,” and “asshole” in your 
play?’ Well, we don’t. Neither are we telling the kids they 
should go out and have sex. We’re saying that if they do, they 
need to be responsible about it — just as any sexually ac¬ 
tive person, young or old, should be.” 

The reticence of school officials and board members, how¬ 
ever, does not reflect the behavior or concerns of teenagers. 
Says Decker, “It’s amazing to me that people hit 25 and 
forget they were sexually active as a teenager. All of a sud¬ 
den because they’ve forgotten, it means kids don’t have sex. 
And that concept doesn’t have anything to do with reality. 
We’ve had 11-year-olds (in our school) come up and say, ‘We 
hear you’re doing this AIDS play and we have some ques¬ 
tions for you.’ We had to include a special agenda item at 
our staff meeting about how the faculty should deal with 
all the questions they were getting from the students about 
AIDS and sexuality.” 

Loughrey, who is a substitute teacher in Los Angeles 
County junior high and high schools, concurs. 

“I hear kids joking and talking about AIDS all the time,” 
she says. “It’s become a disease buzzword. I try to give them 
accurate information as often as I can, and my experience 
is that they’re hungry to know. All the joking is out of ig¬ 
norance and fear.” 

Given the masses of information now available about 
AIDS, The Inner Circle couldn’t hope to provide audiences 
with all the relevant facts. Fortunately, Decker and Lough- 
rey’s intention is something quite different. Says Loughrey, 
“It’s not necessary that everyone come away from the play 
knowing everything they need to know to protect themselves 
(from AIDS). What we wanted to open up emotionally was 
the sense, ‘I need to know this. I’m going to find out.’ The 
information is out there; it’s becoming more and more ac¬ 
cessible. But to trigger the need to seek the information — 
that’s what the play is for. Really, the only distance we hope 
to cover is that kids begin to realize that AIDS is not a joke. 
It could happen to them. I don’t think they know that.” 

The gay community, perhaps alone among communities, 
understands deeply the long and painful process by which 
the reality of “it could happen to me” is assimilated. But 
lesbians and gay men also know more profoundly than 
anyone that AIDS education is prevention. And we are in¬ 
timately familiar with the enormous impact peer and com¬ 
munity pressure can have in encouraging individuals to 
change high-risk sexual behavior. Those insights are im¬ 
mensely beneficial to teenagers confronting AIDS, and they 
are finely woven into the fabric of The Inner Circle. 

As opening night approaches, there is the sense around 
the New Conservatory that nothing could shake the com¬ 
mitment of the four young actors, all of whom seem to have 
taken the message of the play with utter seriousness. As 
Houghtailing commented in her recent interview on NBC’s 
Live at 5, “Teenagers think AIDS has nothing to do with 
us and that’s just not the case. ( The Inner Circle ) says that 
it can touch you.” 

That’s precisely the kind of statement that gives Decker 
confidence. “The magic of this play,” he says, “is that it’s 
for teenagers talking about their lives, and about the AIDS 
crisis as it applies to them and to other kids — which means 
that teenagers will listen. It’s not adults lecturing about the 
dangers of AIDS.” 

Indeed, there is nothing remotely moralistic about The 
Inner Circle , a condition adults should find relieving and 
teenagers may consider essential. Teenage sexuality is ac¬ 
cepted as a given, but abstinence is presented as one possi¬ 
ble reaction to the threat of AIDS. Discussions about sex 
are tasteful, but not coy. Most happily, AIDS “punishes” 
no one — not for using drugs and not for being sexual. 
Nowadays, that’s a welcome addition. 

But there is also the sense at New Conservatory that The 
Inner Circle could draw both pickets and plaudits. In the 
back of everyone’s mind is the school tour that Decker, 
Loughrey, and the cast feel is so essential. Can The Inner 
Circle garner enough support among concerned parents, 
teachers, and teenagers to overcome the schools’ timidity 
and the resistance of many adults to AIDS education for 
young people? The coming weeks will tell. 

In the meantime, Loughrey’s firm stance is as articulate 
a statement of the issues as one is likely to hear: “When you 
seriously present teenagers with this information, it digni¬ 
fies them — that you acknowledge they have a right to know 
about something that could kill them. I think it’s criminal 
to hold back information that could save someone’s life, and 
to presume it’s for the best for them.” •

A lthough I’d thought we’d 
never met, Sando Counts 
greeted me by name dur¬ 
ing the intermission of a recent 
show. He looked familiar, and I 
wondered — was I ever married 
to him? 

He probably knows you by 
name, too. Sando seems to know 
everybody. In conversation he 
spews a veritable who’s who of 
local hotshots. He’s fascinated 
with who people are and what 
they do — and that, along with 
his life-long love of the circus, has 
formed his new theater extrava¬ 
ganza, Sideshow, which plays a 
benefit for the AIDS Food Bank 
tonight (April 23) and runs April 
24 to May 10 at Theatre Artaud 
(621-7797). 

You probably know Sando 
yourself. Perhaps not from the six 
commercials he made for Pacific 
Bell in which he was disguised in¬ 
side a cat suit, but maybe from 
commercials he’s made as him¬ 
self for a salad dressing and a 
wine label. Or you might know 
him from his several-year stint as 
a tightrope walker with the Pickle 
Family Circus, and certainly you 
know him from his co-starring 
run with Helen Shumaker in 
Performance Hell. That show 
marked his return to the legit 
stage after a long absence — he’d 
fallen from a ladder and broken 
his back while rehearsing in 1981. 
It was while locked inside a full 
body cast that the idea for Side¬ 
show was born. 

“I had been a very physical 
person,” Sando told me. “Being 
in that body cast took my identi¬ 
ty away. I was no longer what I 
did. It was then that I got inter¬ 
ested in the theme of secret iden¬ 
tities.” 

What better place to explore 
people’s hidden identities than in 
a carnival sideshow, where iden¬ 
tity is paraded, magnified, neon- 
lit, yet ultimately concealed? So 
in Sideshow we meet the world’s 
tallest woman, a pinhead, Siam¬ 
ese twins, hermaphrodites, 
strong men, mermaids, and ma¬ 
gicians — each of whom is not ex¬ 


actly what they seem to be. 

It’s a theme with a strong res¬ 
onance to gay viewers, at least as 
Sando treats it. 

“All of us have hidden identi¬ 
ties,” he said. “We all do things 
that create what other people 
perceive as us.” 

But that perception is usually 
a surface representation, a gen¬ 
eralization that limits or dis¬ 
guises our true identity. That 
causes confusion, frustration — 
sometimes, as in the climactic 
moments of Sideshow — even 
rebellion. 

“Who among you feels truly 


represented?” Sando asked. 
“And who says we can’t display 
ourselves if we want to?” 

So the display of freaks and 
feats in Sideshow leads to a col¬ 
lision where image is stripped 
away and personal truths are re¬ 
vealed. This results in a transfor¬ 
mation Sando hopes will be as 
moving as it is mysterious. 

So this isn’t “just” a circus 
show. Beyond our usual, morbid 
curiosity, there’s a reason for 
the show people to be parading. 
That’s why Sando thinks Side¬ 
show is compelling and inno¬ 
vative. 

“On the grossest level,” he 
said, “the show is a spectacle. 
But it’s so much more. 

“A circus,” said the author- 
producer-star, “doesn’t have a 
through line, the continuity of a 
theme. But we’re combining 
years of experience in theater 
work and circus work. We’re 
blending music, magic, spectacle, 
circus, vaudeville, and traditional 
theater into one unit in Side- 
show'.' 

That unit, Sando feels, packs 
a double whammy in its combina¬ 
tion of the cumulative force of a 
scripted show with the surprising 
carny wonders he’s assembled. 
These include Larry “Muscles” 
Glover as the Strong Man, a 
feuding tap dance for the warring 
Siamese twin sisters (a new wave 
set of show girls who introduce 
themselves in song as “Mona 
and Fiona from Sidona, Arizo¬ 
na”), a dancing mermaid, and 
more — especially a brightly 
boppy musical score by 25-year- 
old newcomer Marshall Crutcher. 
The finale centers around a Leap 
of Faith for Counts’ Ringmaster, 
in which identity is transformed. 
All of which should make Sando 
just about the most familiar 
name on the who’s who list for 
months. 

T hen there’s Steve Abbott, 
who I’ve been married to 
many times, while reading 
(Continued on page 35)

S ome operas require such a 
formidable combination of 
dramatic strength, vocal 
power, and physical stamina that, 
as tempting as they may be, art¬ 
ists often delay learning certain 
roles until late in their careers. 
Alfredo Kraus insists that the 
simple reason why he did not 
burn his voice out during such a 
long and prodigious career is be¬ 
cause he avoided a steady diet of 
performances as Rodolfo in Puc¬ 
cini’s La Boheme. Similarly, al¬ 
though he loved Verdi’s music, 
Richard Tucker refused to sing 
the title role of Otello for fear 
that it would ruin his voice. 

When Placido Domingo first 
tackled Verdi’s Otello in 1975 in 
Hamburg, many opera queens in¬ 
sisted that such artistic foolhar¬ 
diness would be the ruination of 
his career. Twelve years later, how¬ 
ever, Domingo reigns interna¬ 
tionally triumphant as the Moor; 
both on stage and on screen. 

Despite the supposed dearth 
of heroic tenors to fit the bill, 
several other artists are current¬ 
ly trying the Moor’s sandals on 
for size. Last year, Giuseppe Gia- 
comini sang his first Otello with 
the San Diego Opera and, in the 
fall of 1988, Ermanno Mauro will 
sing the role in San Francisco. On 
a recent trip to Seattle, I was able 
to hear both Bruno Sebastian 
and George Gray teething on 
Otello’s music while soprano 
Carol Vaness sang her first Des- 
demona and baritone Brent Ellis 
tackled his first Iago. The results 
were most facinating. 

SEEING DOUBLE 

When Seattle Opera’s “Inter¬ 
national” and “American” se¬ 
ries were first conceived, the idea 
was to present performances in 
the first series in an opera’s orig¬ 
inal language and performances 
in the second series in English. 
Since the advent of Supertitles, 
the Seattle Opera has become 
one of the few remaining compa¬ 
nies to employ two different sets 
of lead singers for most of its pro¬ 
ductions. The company now of¬ 
fers its audiences a “Gold” and 
“Silver” series, in which two sets 
of lead artists sing each opera 
in the original language while 
Supertitles are projected over¬ 
head. Just as it does for the 
Houston Grand Opera and Great¬ 
er Miami Opera Association, this 
set-up allows Seattle Opera to 
both provide itself with cover art¬ 
ists in case any lead singer should 
fall ill and offer several talented 
young American singers an in¬ 
valuable opportunity to try out 
new roles under highly favorable 
conditions. 

Last month, using John Conk¬ 
lin’s sets from the Canadian 
Opera Company and costumes 
rented from Malabar in Toronto, 
Seattle Opera’s General Director, 
Speight Jenkins, produced a 
highly creditable Otello. Unfor¬ 
tunately, Richard Bradshaw’s 
musical direction made the off¬ 
stage chorus in Act II sound 
deafening. Stage director Patrick 
Bakman ended Act II with Iago 
showing Desdemona her epilep¬ 
tic husband while saying “Here 
is your Lion” instead of mocking 
the helpless Otello as the Moor 
struggles to overcome a convul¬ 
sive seizure. Despite these two 
painfully misguided artistic 
glitches, the rest of the evening 
was pretty solid. Keith Olson of¬ 
fered a sweet-sounding Cassio 
with delectable buns, Shirley Lee 
Harned a sympathetic Emilia, 
and Stephen Dupont an appeal¬ 
ing Lodovico.

LOOKING TO THE FUTURE 

Comparisons become in¬ 
evitable whenever one is con¬ 


fronted by two singers appearing 
in the same role. In his debut as 
the evil Iago, Brent Ellis scored 
a major triumph, demonstrating 


a firm grasp on both the charac¬ 
ter and the Verdian style neces¬ 
sary for the role. By contrast, Ed¬ 
ward Crafts’ Iago was a total 
washout. This handsome bari¬ 
tone’s body language betrayed a 
total lack of understanding of 
character; his vocal blandness 
was completely inappropriate. 
Dramatically, Crafts was lost at 
sea — he often seemed to be try¬ 
ing to portray a romantic lead 
rather than one of the smarmiest 
villains in all of literature. 

As Desdemona, Carol Vaness 
found a role perfectly suited to 
the meaty timbre of her voice. 
Having started out as a mezzo- 
soprano, Vaness retains a strong 
chest voice which fits Verdi’s 
music like a glove. Her Desde¬ 
mona sounded rich, sensual, and 
powerfully feminine. In the Silver 
series, Adriana Vanellis’ voice 
lacked color, although this so¬ 
prano is a most appealing actress. 

The biggest challenge con¬ 
fronted the two men singing the 
title role. When Bruno Sebastian 
made his Metropolitan Opera 
debut last fall as a last-minute 
replacement for an ailing Rada- 
mes, I was struck by the clear, 
stentorian tone of his voice. This 
artist demonstrates great poten¬ 
tial. (I understand the Met has 
signed him to appear as Otello in 
coming seasons.) Sebastian’s 
voice has the power and stamina 
necessary to sing Verdi’s Otello; 
what he needs to improve most is 
his acting. Once he builds a via¬ 
ble dramatic interpretation of his 
own, I feel certain he will become 
a world-class Otello. Time alone 
will tell. 

A tiny man — neither elevator 


pumps nor some costume pad¬ 
ding will ever make this man 
seem larger than he is — Sebas¬ 
tian’s Otello suffers at first from 
its very smallness of stature. In¬ 
deed, there were odd moments 
when his portrayal reminded me 
of Dustin Hoffman’s Ratso Rizzo 
in Midnight Cowboy. I could 
often picture this Otello as the 
off-color runt who had spent half 
his life triumphing against all 
odds over “the big guys.” A cu¬ 
rious interpretation of Shake¬ 
speare’s Moor! 

Last year, when I heard George 
Gray sing Froh in the Seattle 
Opera’s Ring cycle, I was suffi¬ 
ciently impressed by the sound of 
his voice to want to travel to Seat¬ 
tle to hear his Otello. At present, 
Gray sounds like a “heldentenor- 
ino” whose voice has not yet 
darkened sufficiently to sing the 
role. Nor is he fully in command 
of how he projects sound to the 
audience. Although this young 
American artist looks much 
stronger onstage than Sebastian, 
his voice really needs time to 
mature before he can make Otel¬ 
lo one of his steady roles. 

It should be remembered that 
all of these artists were essentially 
trying out their roles in this en¬ 
gagement and, when push comes 
to shove, there’s a big difference 
between wearing your mother’s 
ball gown and wearing your own. 
In time, these singers may devel¬ 
op very impressive characteriza¬ 
tions and have the voices to back 
up their acting. In the meantime, 
I admire them for their stamina, 
musicianship, and courage in try¬ 
ing to stretch themselves and 
broaden their artistic horizons.

Good Father Gets Cold Steel From Fatal Beauty; Film at 11 


If you can slow down with 
Murer to the rhythm of the 
seasons, you’ll be rewarded with 
a moving experience that leaves 
you with a sense of humanity tru¬ 
ly being a part of nature. This is 
exceptional filmmaking, as good 
as anything you’ll see this year. 

Alpine Fire was my favorite 
film of the 1986 San Francisco 
International Film Festival. (Lu- 
miere) 

GEORGIA ON MY EAR 

If a rock concert film is in 
focus and reasonably well record¬ 
ed, the determining factor is 
whether you like the band or 
bands involved. Athens, Ga .— 
Inside/Out adds sociology to the 
mix. The sound and picture are 
okay, shot in or blown up to 
16mm and recorded separately in 
at least a couple of cases. The 
lineup includes the briefly suc¬ 
cessful B-52’s, the verge-of- 
breakthrough R.E.M., the de¬ 
funct Pylon, the super-sounding 
Dreams So Real, plus six typical 
bar bands you might find any¬ 
where. 

The special thing about Ath¬ 
ens, Ga. is how director Tony 
Gayton captures the flavor of the 
small Southern college town that 
has produced all these groups, 
plus various artists who get al¬ 
most equal time with the bands: 
a poet, a barbecue chef, an artist 
who paints abstracts but shoots 
videos of barechested young 
men, a minister who speaks in¬ 
comprehensibly but sings a pure 
folk gospel with his wife, and a 
man called Ort whose function is 
never explained. 

But the real star is the Rev. 
Howard Finster, who comes on 
like a loony with his garden of 
junk sculpture and the story of 
how he became a painter after 
seeing the face of Jesus on his 
paint-dipped finger, but proves to 
be a noted folk artist with a Talk¬ 
ing Heads album cover to his 
credit, and does a creditable jam 
on “When the Saints Go March¬ 
ing In.” 

The ratio of talk to music gets 
dangerously high, and there’s a 
much better hour-long film lost 
in this 82-minute one, but you’ll 
remember Athens, Ga. — Inside/ 
Out for more than music. Best of 
all, nobody ever mentions “Bull¬ 
dogs.” (York) 

X' HITS THE SPOT 

When they picked on Virgil, 
they picked on the wrong chimp! 
That’s Project X in a nutshell. 
Matthew Broderick is a young 
airman who wants to be Tom 
Cruise but can’t get away with as 
much shit, probably because he 
looks too much like an actor in an 
Air Force uniform. He’s ground¬ 
ed and sent to play nursemaid to 
some chimpanzees in a top-secret 
experimental program that ex¬ 
poses the chimps to radiation to 
see how long a pilot could fly 
after a nuclear blast. 

Virgil was trained in sign lan¬ 
guage by Helen Hunt and picked 
up by the Air Force when her 
grant wasn’t renewed. Broderick 
becomes attached to Virgil and, 
learning he’s marked for nuclear 
extinction, rebels and joins Hunt 
to help the chimps break out. 

If Project X can sensitize the 
kids it’s aimed at to the issue of 
nuking lab animals, they may 
make the leap to understanding 
it’s wrong to nuke each other. Un¬ 
fortunately, it won’t convince the 
Top Gun crowd that peace is 
as sexy as war. (Alexandria, 
Stonestown, Grand Lake) • 


T he movie industry’s best- 
kept secret is that sequels 
aren’t just a matter of box- 
office insurance, but a way of 
covering up the fact that there 
aren’t enough original titles to go 
around. Don’t confuse The Good 
Father (reviewed below) with the 
recent The Good Wife. Also on 
this year’s schedule are: The Big 
Town and The Big Easy (both 
from Columbia in August); 38 
and ’68; Cold Steel and Steele 
Justice; Street Smart, Pretty 
Smart and Prettykill. Glenn 
Close has finished Fatal Attrac¬ 
tion while Whoopi Goldberg is 
shooting Fatal Beauty. 

One title that shouldn’t be 
confused with any other is Lenya, 
which has finally been officially 
announced as a vehicle for Bette 
Midler. It’s the one producer 
Craig Zadan, author of Sond¬ 
heim & Co., told us will win Bette 
her Oscar. Based in part on Don¬ 
ald Spoto’s biography, it will star 
Miss M as Lotte Lenya, Kurt 
Weill’s wife and the foremost in¬ 
terpreter of his songs (including 
“Surabaya Johnny,” which Bette 
sang on her self-titled 1973 al¬ 
bum). Those who only know Len¬ 
ya as Rosa Klegg of the really 
pointed-toe shoes in From Russia 
With Love are in for a few sur¬ 
prises. The bad news is that it 
won’t start shooting until at least 
late next year, so put it on your 
list for Christmas 1989. 

To give equal time to a Mexi¬ 
can screen goddess, Maria Felix 
is making a comeback in a new 
film by gay director Jaime Hum¬ 
berto Hermosillo ( Doha Herlinda 
and Her Son). They’re currently

in Paris making The Eternal 
Splendor, about — what else? — 
an aging actress. The cinematog¬ 
rapher is the legendary Gabriel 
Figueroa, and the international 
nature of the production may 
bring it to U.S. screens faster 
than the average Mexican film. 

HE'S GOTTA HAVE 
CUSTODY 

Anthony Hopkins, the sweet, 
dull bookstore clerk of 84 Char¬ 
ing Cross Road, shows his other 
side in The Good Father, a drama 


about how rotten people can be 
until they all turn decent for an 
ending that’s at least content, if 
not happy. 

Hopkins entered into an open 
marriage at an early age, but left 
his wife and young son because 
“We gave each other total free¬ 
dom and we hated each other for 
taking advantage of it.” When 
she found a new lover before he 
did he turned from a feminist 
into a misogynist (“They really 
piss me off — women”). 

His chance for revenge against 


the female race comes in when 
Jim Broadbent is left by his wife 
for another woman. Hopkins 
urges Broadbent to sue for cus¬ 
tody. Slimy barrister Simon Cal¬ 
low finds a homophobic judge — 
“Some of the big-city judges are 
starting to give custody to lesbi¬ 
ans. Kirby Smith would rather 
have the child taken out and 
shot” — and proceeds to fight 
dirtier than necessary. 

While the subject matter 
would classify The Good Father 
as a “woman’s picture,” women 
are definitely not the film’s ma¬ 
jor characters. Hopkins’ wife and 
new womanfriend each have a few 
scenes, Broadbent’s wife barely 
gets to open her mouth, and her 
lover is hardly seen at all. 

Director Mike Newell (Dance 
with a Stranger) has done the dif¬ 
ficult things well, with the help of 
a deceptively simple screenplay 
by Christopher Hampton, but 
he’s messed up some easy things. 
At 90 minutes the film still seems 
padded, with fantasies, flash¬ 
backs, -forwards or -somewheres, 
and scenes of the leather-clad 
Hopkins riding endlessly on his 
motorcycle. There are too many 
crying scenes — one would be 
too many in a film with so much 
potential for oversentimentality, 
which is not what this one is 
about. 

Great acting, fine writing, 
good direction, and sympathetic 
treatment of a hot issue should 
keep The Good Father running 
’til Father’s Day. (Kabuki) 

SHARON UND WILHELM 

The hills are alive with the 
sound of heavy breathing in Al¬ 
pine Fire, a beautiful film by 
Fredi M. Murer. 

In a remote Swiss mountain 
community the houses are so far 
apart that “neighbors” commu¬ 
nicate by mail and signal flags. 

Here deaf-mute Thomas Nock 
grows to adolescence with no for¬ 
mal education and no instruction 
about sexuality. Rock-splitting 
and wall-building are the social¬ 
ly acceptable ways for a young 
man to work off his frustrations, 
sexual and otherwise. His family 
treats Thomas as if he were re¬ 
tarded, referring to him only as 
“the boy.” They say “He works 
like a man and plays like a child,” 
but when natural urges make him 
want to play like a man he has 
only his older sister (Johanna 
Lier) to turn to.

Cinema Guild Has Gay Titles

O ur Castro community is 
still young. Most of us can 
still remember not having 
a place where we could hold 
hands on the street, or go to the 
movies and see films the caliber 
of Parting Glances or Desert 
Hearts. 

A scant 20 years ago we were 
being ignored by filmmakers. 
Whenever gays appeared in 
films, we were presented as com¬ 
ic relief, the butt of the director’s 
homophobic sense of humor. 
Heaven forbid a gay character be 
shown as a healthy, happy mem¬ 
ber of the community. 

A case in point is the recent 
video release, Lost Horizon (1937). 
Frank Capra’s film is, for the 
most part, a lush and romantic 
tale of one man’s search for 
utopia. But a supporting charac¬ 
ter, played by Edward Everett 
Horton, is presented as a meek, 
whining queen. This obviously 
gay character is even referred to 
as “dearie” and “sister” by the 
film’s more “manly” characters. 
Since these scenes do nothing to 
advance the plot of Lost Horizon, 
they become needless padding to 
an otherwise lovely film. But this 
is what we had to put up with for 
many years. 

In the ’60s it suddenly became 
fashionable to talk about homo¬ 
sexuals. Hollywood, always ready 
to jump on the latest trendy 
bandwagon, set out to make 
“gay” films. But this was right 
before Stonewall, before straights 
had had any opportunities to 
learn about us. And so, with their 
misconceptions firmly in tow, 
Tinseltown set out to educate 
America about the gay lifestyle. 
There are three films from this 
period. 

These films are available at 
Superstar Video (18th Street, be¬ 
tween Castro and Noe) and Cap¬ 
tain Video (Market, off Castro) 
among other outlets. 

THE KILLING OF SISTER 
GEORGE (1968) 

Directed by Robert Aldrich 

The Killing of Sister George 
was the first x-rated film to be 
released by a major studio. It had 
little sex or nudity, but was about 
a still-taboo subject, lesbians. 
The film’s subject matter alone 
was considered reason enough 
for the X rating. Nowadays the 
film can be shown nearly uncut 
on broadcast TV. My, how times 
have changed. 

Like most films of the period, 
The Killing of Sister George is 
hardly an accurate portrayal of 
the way we were. It’s a highly 
melodramatic, hysterically acted 
portrayal of London lesbians who 
seem to enjoy insulting each 
other, All About Eve style. 

Sister George (Beryl Reid) is 
the most popular character on a 
top-rated soap opera. The actress 
who plays her (also Reid) is so 
identified with the character that 
she is called George even in her 
private life. George has a love/ 
hate relationship with her much 
younger lover (a ravishing Susan¬ 
nah York), and the film consists 
mainly of George at home, 
screaming at her lover, and 
George at work, screaming at her 
director. Most of the lines are ac¬ 
tually rather witty, but after 
awhile the film becomes a tad 
overbearing. Robert Aldrich 


directed as though he was still 
working on Whatever Happened 
to Baby Jane? Killing was, in fact, 
supposed to be the final entry in 
the Aldrich/Bette Davis trilogy, 
but Davis refused to play a les¬ 
bian. (The second Film was Hush, 
Hush ... Sweet Charlotte.) 

Eighteen years after its release, 
The Killing of Sister George is a 
humorous look back at Holly¬ 
wood’s misconceptions about les¬ 
bians. But in 1968, the film did 
more harm than good. Warner 
Brothers had touted the film as 
a “breakthrough, the first 
realistic look at lesbian life.” 
Surely they jest. 

THE GAY DECEIVERS 
(1968) 

Directed by Bruce Kessler 

This awful film is a prime ex¬ 
ample of how far we’ve come. A 
cheaply produced, poorly written 
and directed farce, The Gay 
Deceivers makes us the butt of 
some truly tasteless jokes. 

A simple story of two cute 
straights who masquerade as 
gays in order to avoid the draft, 
the film goes out of its way to 
present every negative gay stereo¬ 
type imaginable. The straights 
(Larry Casey and Kevin Cough¬ 
lin) are repulsed by their pretend 
lifestyle, and their attitude only 
adds insult to injury. The 
presence of famed and popular 
gay comedian/activist Michael 
Greer as their queenie landlord 
is mystifying. 

The biggest mystery of all, is 
just who is The Gay Deceivers in¬ 
tended for? It’s offensive to gays, 
and surely wouldn’t interest 
straights. Just who were the pro¬ 
ducers trying to reach? 

Some mysteries aren’t worth 
solving. 


MYRA BRECKENRIDGE 
(1970) 

Directed by Michael Same 

Based on Gore Vidal’s best¬ 
selling novel, Myra Breckenridge 
is one of Hollywood’s most in¬ 
famous films. Upon its release it 
was clobbered by the critics and 
disappeared rather quickly. It has 
rarely been shown since. Even as 
a home video release it remains 
hard to find. To my knowledge, 
the only store in town that carries 
it is Captain Video, and only in 
Beta. 

Myra Breckenridge begins as 
effeminate Myron (Rex Reed) is 
being wheeled into an operating 
room for a sex change operation. 
Myra (Raquel Welch) is the result 
of the doctor’s work. Myra then 
goes to her uncle’s acting school 
posing as her own widow, and 
wreaks havoc. Among the film’s 
many oddities are 77-year-old 
Mae West seducing 23-year-old 
Tom Selleck, Raquel brandishing 
a dildoe and screwing a grateful 
cowboy, and Raquel again, in bed 
with Farrah Fawcett, who has 
since denied she was even in this 
film. 

Myra Breckenridge is little 
more than a series of dirty jokes 
and gay double entendres. It is 
plotless, crude, rude, and very 
funny. Like Plan 9 From Outer 
Space, it’s so bad it’s good, and 
it grows on you each time you see 
it. 

And you haven’t lived until 
you’ve seen Rex Reed screaming 
“My tits! Where are my tits?” •

his deftly personal poems or the 
sharp observations of his Senti¬ 
nel column. He’s got a playful 
little chapbook out — little in 
length, not in content or style. 
Called Lives of The Poets, it’s a 
brightly chipper who’s who of 
poets. 

This sometimes sardonic, 
sometimes sassy, and always 
soothing look at the woes of an 
artist’s life originated as an ano¬ 
dyne. Abbott explains it succinct¬ 
ly in the book’s second para¬ 
graph. 

“I read biographies. The woes 
of geniuses and stars cheer me up 
... A few pages and X moves 
from agony to greatness; then 
death, how neatly it ties things 
up.” 

It’s not that simple, however. 
“Tiny, unexpected details appeal 
most,” Abbott admits. 

In those tiny details, so gener¬ 
ously collected in Lives of The 
Poets, Abbott sees what he calls 
Essential Gestures of a person. In 
them may be the sum of a person. 
With wit, concision, and an eye 
for the odd and revealing juxta¬ 
position, he piles up these erratic 
and juicy moments of Essential 
Gesture with the thumbnail bios 
of — how many? It seems like 
hundreds of famous lives. 

And not just poets. The book 
opens with a description of a poet 
of music, Elvis (“He bought wild 
clothes on the Black side of town 
for his first concert... He adores 
mom... He denied he was a drug 
addict because others shot him 
up ...”). Next to Villon, Genet, 
HD and Appollinaire, you’ll find 
poet of music Charlie Parker, 
poet of life Colette, poet of film 
Charlie Chaplin, and poet of 


fashion Frank, a friend of Ab¬ 
bott’s who coaxed his grand¬ 
mother into dyeing her hair blue. 

This codex of artistic aspira¬ 
tions, miseries, and deaths is 
quite as beneficial as Abbott 
hoped. 

“There’s nothing like another 
person’s miseries to make you 
feel good,” he told me. He’d been 
experiencing writer’s block and 
at least had something to do in 
charting other people’s difficul¬ 
ties. When the descriptions 
proved interesting, he continued. 

“In a sense, I’m paying hom¬ 
age to these writers, linking up 
with artists who have influenced 
me.” 

There’s also a question he was 
answering: Is there a moral to a 
writer’s life? Can his work sum 
up his character? In looking at 
this, Abbott tries to find those 
Essential Gestures of a poet’s life 
which may speak of the polarities 
between himself and the life he 
was chronicling. 

“Writers tend to think of 
themselves as unique,” he said. 
“We drive ourselves crazy with 
our uniqueness. But when you 
put them all together, nobody is 
that unique.” 

That’s why he includes por¬ 
tions of his daily life and of his 
friends. “I wanted to look at the 
whole spectrum,” he said. 

The sum of this wide-ranging 
spectrum is a many layered work, 
which can be read as an elegant 
People Magazine of the Poor and 
Woebegone, or as a more serious 
work in which you can meditate 
on the juxtapositions of life and 
incident. You can make it serious, 
or you don’t have to. I didn’t, and 
had a swell time reading it. This 
ultimate in name dropping, writ¬ 
ten in an artfully simple and neat 
style, is $5 at local bookstores.

Track Club

The San Francisco Track & 
Field Club will open its 1987 
season at the Sacramento State 
University track this Saturday, 
April 25. The S.F. squad is com¬ 
ing off a very successful 1986 
season and will be testing its 
1987 strength at the Sacramento 
meet.

Frost is working on her speed 
strength for the 1987 season and, 
in concentrating on the 800 and 
400 meters, may opt to drop the 
1500 meter run. 

Jim Pasquali is slowly coming 
back from an off-season back in¬ 
jury, and plans to give the 200 
meter run a try at Sacramento. 
Pasquali was a medalist last year 
in both the 100 and 200 meters 
and the 110m hurdles. He is 
thinking of trying the 400m in¬ 
termediate hurdles this season.

Francisco Track & Field Club are 
Tuesday and Thursday nights 
(6 p.m.) at McAteer High School 
(Portola and O’Shaughnessy), 
and Sunday mornings (10:30 
a.m.) at San Francisco State 
University.
